The subjects of the sermons delivered by

Rabbi Kohut spoke of the im portance of 
Colum bus’ discovery for the Jews. Rabbi 
Radnix preached on the achievements of Co- 
lum bus in behalf of mankind in general and 
the Jews in particular, Rabbi. Wise made a 
sermon on the same subject, not the influence 
of the Jews on America, but of America on 
the Jews, and as Americais Columnbus that 
navigator might have heard loud psalms of 
praise to himself from the exiles of Isabella. 
The Jewish children in most of these syna- 
gogues sing patriotic hymnsand the school 
itself is an innovation of America, perhaps, 
upon Judaism. Rabbi Silverman spoke on 
“ America the Land of Promise.” 

There were only a portion of the sermons 
delivered today, seeming to prove that those 
who benefit the world at last receive its sin- 


alone to give room in his tomb to Jesus, the 
Jew, Gentile, and Christian! 

Also on this fourth side is the great Madison

She blew to and fro 
in the wind and shot an arrow of flame every 
night into the dark. 

The huntress of the Greeks had replaced the 
insignia of sectarian persecution as the learn- 
ing of the Greeks, which had pointed Columbus 
the way to the New World, has been the re- 
generation of our times. 


New York and Seville Contrasted. 


As I saw Seville about five months ago I 
can bear witness to the gigantic effect of 
Columbus’ voyage in the contrast between 
this city and Seville, which was at that time 
the greatest mart in Western Europe. The 
occupation of the eastern portion of the Medi- 


terranean Sea by tne Turks had forced all |. 


commerce between India and the North and 
also America and the North to pass through 
Seville and Lisbon. Seville bears the imprint 
of the Moor in its winding lanes and alleys, 
which require the scent of a camel or a donkey 
to locate his hcme in them. 

These vast platforms and terraces of seats I 
see along Broadway and Madison Square re- 
mind me of the places in Seville where the 
burning of Jews and other suspected thinkers 


furnished even a nobler amusement than the

The insignia and banners of the Presi- 
dential campaign are completely obscured by 
the Columbian‘ buntmg. one 
upon a picture of Benjamm Harrison as an 
offset to that of Washington, with Columbus 
between them, and the factof Harrison’s can- 
didacy for the moment obscured the, fact in 
my mind that he was President de facto. 

The hoteis here are fndmg the Columbian 
exhibition one of the richest finds they have 
ever had. The Fifth. Avenue Hotel had 
only 300 pédéple in it when I was here 
a week ago, and now it is with difficulty that 
I can get a small hall-room, 

Tomorrow is to be the Christian celebration 
of the discoverer and nearly ail the churches 
are billed to have sermons or singing con- 
cerning him, and the ministers have been do- 
ing some geographical reading more extend- 
ed than the voyage of Paul around the Isle of 
Patmos. The educational campaign is thus 
setting in strongly-and Colambus has become 
the great school-teacher of a period 400 years 
after his coming.

I found there last spring that nearly all the 
interpreters, couriers, et«., around the hotels 
were Jews. The Jewish influence expelled to 
Morocco has proved not less vital there than 
here. The Jews own almost everything, and 
the French steamer which took me from 
Tangier was called Moses. A highly vitalized 
race living at a lofty altitude above the sen- 
sualists of the coasts and river valleys below 
them, the Jews showed the power of climate 
to produce institutions, and these institutions 
have. in most countries continued their pros- 
perity, but no’ institution they have found be 
its theme like liberty.

While in Tangier looking at this survival of 
formula over common sense I recalled the 
saying of Benjamin Franklin to his father, 
who said very long graces and who took his 
father into the cellar when a fresh barrel of 
pork had arrived andsaid: “ Father, can’t 
you save time ‘by blessing that whole barrel of 
pork at once?’ This city, now celebrating 
Columbue, and having a hard task among its 
sects to reconcile his work with any of their 
revelations or shibboleths, contains, inclusive 
of its adjacent population, 'as many people as 
all the United States had when Washington 
achieved our independence. 

This celebration of Columbus has come up 
in a cheery sort of way, long after its politi- 
cians and newspapers had ceased to harp upon 
losing the great exhibition. Having cast out 
resentment they sprang to the happy alterna- 
tive of giving Columbus a good ‘send off.” 
Everybody assisted. Unconsciously, tne 
spirit of the discoverer penetrated every 
synagogue and sect. The public schools, the 
Catholics, the Jews, Tammany Hall, every- 
body observed, ** Bless my soul; Columbus is 
our man, isn’t he?’’ 

The universality of Columbus never re- 
ceived such a testimonial. Al) the minute 
of his life disappeared behind the fact that he 
had found something out and had given thas 
something to us. He made two worlds where 
one existed before, and on every clod of that 
world two blades of grass where one before 
would hardly grow. He ledthe nations back 
from persecuting theologies to the perception 
of mutual respect. The siavery he patron- 
ized had the benefit of bringing Africa to sit 
down at the American pentecost of aations. 

I saw today among the aids who were to 
ride in the Columbus parade tthe Seneca 
cmef, Parker. Even the Indians whom the 
Spanish and other nations pressed so hard 
have come in this four-hundredth year to lay 
their chaplets upon Columbus’ altar. 

Here is Mexico, probably thesecond nation 
on the continent, governed and redeemed by 
Indians like Juarez and Diaz. Chile, domi- 
nant over a large part of South America, has 
the Auricanian infusion next to universal. 

‘Brazil shipped its Emperor back to Portugal, 
where he died but a little while before the 
Columbus: celebration. that poor Emperor 
having come to Philadelphia to attena our 
Independence Centennial. 

Nothing remains on the map to testify the 
investment of Spain in America but the 
islands which Colum bas discovered and which 
he named in his sincere belief that he had 
discovered the Indies. Cuba and Pourto Rico

The big naval parade we are to see early in 
the week will throw into the shade the second 
expedition of Columbus, which was a big af- 
fair in itsday, when he set sail from Cadiz 
and spent a whole day finding the stowaways 
on his ships. Today the French and Spanish 
war steamers arrived to take part in the pro- 
cession, of which the most remarkable con- 
tingent will be the private yachts and mer 
chant steamers of this city. 

A gentleman was telling me today, who 
had looked through the Italian quarter of 
New York, that the Italians have made such a 
determined descent upon this city that they 
have routed the Germans out in the formerly 
strong German headquarters, such as South 
Fifth avenue, and that we are to have, per- 
haps, the largest Italian population in this 
city known on the giobe, just as New York is 
already the l!argest Jowish city in the world 
with. 300,000 Jews, or one-sixth of the whole 
population, one-half of these have come here 
in the last ten years. The newcomers are 
religious bigots, while the old-standing Jew 
are highly liberal and progressive. 

This harbor, which the Italian Verzanni en- 
tered in the sixteenth century, is now sur- 
rounded by four and a half million peopie on 
the globe and one-fifteenth of the American 
population. From Brooklyn Jook out, accord- 
ing to the State census, 957,000 people on the 
eighteen hundred thousand in Manhattan cor- 
poration. The three Jersey cities seen from 
New York have near half a million. Last July 
a large convention of rabbis threw aside cir- 
cumcision and admitted converts to the Jew- 
ish faith. Such is the fruition of Columbus, 
reinforced by Washingtan, Lincoln, and Grant.

WHERE SERVICES WERE HELD. 


Preparations for the Week’s.Celebration— 
Arrival of Foreign War Vesselis. 

New York, Oct. 8.—[ Special. ]— 1‘he Colum- 
bus celebration for which the Committee of 
One Hundred and the whole city have been 
preparing for tnany months, was begun to- 
day with the religious exercises in the syna- 
gogues, and will be followed tomorrow with 
the services in churches throughout the city. 
The public demonstration will first be 
seen Monday morning, and it will be 
continued day and night until Thurs- 
day. The first songs in honor of the 
celebration were sung in the Tempie Beth-el, 
Fifth avenue and Seventy-sixth street, last 
night. National anthems were sung and a 
sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. Kohler. 
This morning services were hela in the Tlem- 
ple Israel of Harlem, the synagogues in East 
Sixty-seventh street, West Forty-fourth street, 
East Forty-third street, Sixty-third street and 
Lexiagton avenue, Fifty-fifth street and Lex- 
ington avenue, and Sixty-fifth street and Mad- 
ison avenue. The services consisted of song 
and sermons, with the discovery of America 
and Columbus as the leading topics. In 
many of the synagogues the schoolchildren 
Sang, and in some the services closed with the 
singing of Handel’s “Hallelujah Chorus.”’ 
Preparations were made this afternoon for 
putting the Columbus monument in place. 
Crowds gathered, bands played, and the work- 
men were active. But at the last it was an- 
nounced that one of the legs of the shears to 
be used in raising the statue to ts place was 
too weak. It had to be strengthened, and so 
the ceremony was delayed, It had been 
originally intended for Friday afternown. 
Now it is intended to place the shaft at 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 

A leaden sky and fog ushered in the cele- 
brations, but the city was gay with every kind 
of color. The decorations thus far have been 
profuse and many of them tasteful. But the 
decorated buildings are yet widely scattered, 
and especialiy on Fifth avenue, which will in- 


deed look barren unless the residents on that j 


thoroughfare begin to arouse themselves 
quickly. But one private residence has thus 
far been decorated.’ Most of the buildings 


not yet decorated will be so adorned today; a 


few will be left over for Monday.

DISCHARGED FOR HIS PARTISANSHIP. 


Secretary Noble Dismisses an Officer of the 
Pension Department. 
Wasurinaton, D. C., Oct. 8.—Some weeks 

azo a'decision was rendered in a pension case 
by Assistant Secretary Bussey relating to 
“new ’’ disabilities and the rules of evidence 
governing the same. Last evening there was 
sent to Secretary Noble a printed copy of a 
supplemental decision in this case. This sup- 
pleméntal decision, which was unsigned, con- 
tained language, particularly in the heading 
and brief syllabus, which the- Secretary re- 
garded as entirely uncalled for, and extremely 
partisan in character. The syllabus referred 
to read as follows: | 

The arbitrary ruie of the Cleveland administra- 
tion in adjudicating increase claims, based upon 
alleged “new” disabilities, overruled: by the 
Harrison administration in the interest of meri- 
torious applicants. The old doctrine of estoppel 
in pensivn claims set aside by the present admin- 
istration. 

The Secrétary at once rewrote the decision 
eliminating therefrom the objectionable lan- 
guage. This morning the Secretary made in- 
quiries as to the author of the unsigned de- 
cision, which resulted in the prompt dismissal 
of George Baber, a member of the Board of 
Pension Appeals in the office of Assistant 
Secretary Bussey. 

In speaking of the matter this evening 
Secretary Noble said: 

It seemed to us highly improper that there 


rights dependent upon the statutes of the United 
States made by the government itself in which 
the language of this opinion is used. 

The administration of the United States is con- 
ducted at one time under one chief magistrate, 
another time under another, and in judicial 
opinions it is not proper to make each step a 
criticism of what had been ordered under a pre- 
vious administration. I think the ‘anguage of 
the opinion unusual and uncalled for, and as 
such I cannot tolerate it in the records of the de-

Opposition of the Public Frightens the Pro- 
jectors of the Scheme. 

New York, Oct. 8.—([Special. |—Mayor 
Grant today gave the Metropolitan Traction 
company and its pet troliey scheme a severe 
set-back by refusing to sign the resolution 
passed by the Board of Aldermen Sept. 239, 
giving the company the -right to adopt the 
death-dealing system on the proposed Ninth 
avenue extension from Sixty-fourth street and 
Ninth avenue to One Hundred and Sixteenth 
street and Columbus avenue. Eight other res- 
olutions .giving franchises to the company 
were also passed at the same wmeet- 
ing. So much public indigna- 
tion was aroused by the action of the Alder- 
men in passing the resolutions that the Alder- 
men and the company became frightened. 
Realizing that the trolley resolution was so 
unpopular and that public opposition to it 
was so strongly developed, the Committee on 
Railroads of the Board of Aldermen requested 
the Mayor to permit its withdrawal.

A meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen has been called for Monday for the 
purpose of reconsidering the objectionable 
resulution, amending it by introducing an 
anti-trolley clause, and then readopting the 
resolution in that form. .

At 17 Voltaire determined to devote his life to 
literature. The father said, speaking of his two 
sons Armand and. Francois: “[haveapair of 
fools for sons, one in verse and the other in 
prose.” [Laughter and applause.j} In1713° Vol- 
taire,in a small way, became a diplomat. He 
went to The Hague attached to the French Min- 
ister, and there he fell in love. The girl's mother 
objected. Voltairesent his clothes to the young 
lady that she might visit him. Everything was 
distovered and he was dismissed. To this girl 
he wrote a letter, and in it you will findthe key 
note of Veltaire: * Do not expose yourself to the 
ury of your mother. You know whiat she is ca- 
pable of. You have experienced it too well. Dis- 
semble; it is your only chances Tell her that you 
bave forgotten me, that you hate me; then after 

ing her, love me all the more.’ On account 
this episode Voltaire was formally disinherit- 
ed by his father. The father procured an order 
of arrest and gave his son the choice of going to 
prison or beyond the seas. He finally consented 
to become a lawyer, and says: “ I have already 
been a week at work in the office of a solicitor 
learning the trade of a pettifogger.”’ { Laughter. ] 
Aboot this time he competed for a prize, writing 
@ poem on the king’s generosity in buil the 
new choir in the cathedral Kotre Dame. He did 
not win it. After being wb the solicitor a little 
while, he hated the law, Le began to write poetry 
and outlines of tragedy. Great questions 
were then agitating the public mind, questions 
throw a flood of light upon that epoch.

What the Great Frenchman Mocked. 


So Voltaire has been called a mocker! What 
did he mock? He mocked kings that were unjust ; 
kings who cared nothing for the sufferings © 
their subjects. He mocked the titled fools of his 
day. He mocked the corruption of courts; the 
meanness, the tyranny, and the brutality of 
judges. He meched the absurd and cruel laws, 
the barbarous customs. He mocked Popes and 
Cardinals, Bishops and’ priests, and all the 
hypocrites on the earth. He mocked historians 
who filled their books with lies, and philosopners 
who defended superstition. He mocked the 
haters of liberty, the persecutors of their fellow- 
men. He mocked the arrogance, the cruelty, the 
impudence and the unspeakable baseness of his 


time. [Applause.] 

He Tm been blamed because he used 
the weapoh of. ridicule. Hypocrisy has 
always hated laughter, and always wiil, 
Absurdity detests humor and stupidity despises 
wit. Voltaire was the master of ridicule. He 
ridienled the absurd, the impossible. He ridi- 
culed the mythologies and | the pirgoies, the 
stupid lives and lies of thasee ints. He found pre- 
tense and mendacity cr d by credulity. He 
found the ignorant many controlled by the cun- 
ning and cruel few. He found the historian, sat- 
urated with superstition, filling his volumes with 
the details of the impossible, and he found the 
scientists satisfied with “they say.”’ Lhanghtes. } 
Voltaire had the instinct of the probable. e 
knew the law of average ; thejsea level : he had the 
idea of proportion, and so he ridiculed the mental 
monstrosities and deformities—the non séquiturs 
—of his day. Aristotle said- women had more 
teeththan men. This was repeated again and again 
by the Catholic scientists of the eighteeath 
century. Voltaire counted the teeth. The rest 
were satistied with *‘ they say.’ [Laughter.] 


The Apostle of Common Sense. 


We may, hewever, an idea of the condition 
of France from the fact that Voltaire regarded 
England as the land of liberty. While he was in 
England he saw the body of Sir Isaac Newton de- 
posited in Westminster Abbey. He read the 
works of this great man and afterwards gave to 
France the philosophy of the great Englishman. 
[Applause.] Voltaire was the apostle of common 
sense. He knew that there could have been no 

rimitive or first langnage from which all other 
anguages had been formed. He knew that every 
language had been influenced by the surroundings 
of the people. He knew that the language of 
snow and ice ae 908 the anenne of palm and 
flower. [Applause!] He knew that there 
had been no miracie in language. He 
knew it was impossible that the _ story 
of the Tower of Babel should be true. 
That everything in the whole world had 
been natural. He was the enemy of alchemy, not 
only in language but in science. One passage 
from him is enough to show his philosophy in this 
regard. He sdys: “To transmute iron_ into 
goid two shines are necessary. First, 
the annihilation of the iron; second, the creation 
of goid.”” Voltaire was aman of humor, of good 
natuge, of cheerfulness. e despised with ali his 
heart.the philosophy of Calvin, thé creed of the 
somber, of the severe, of the unnatural. He pitied 
those who needed the aid of religion to be honest, 
to be cheerful. He had the oourage to enjoy the 

resent and the philosophy’: to ar what the 
Futare might bing. And yet for mors than a hun- 
dred and fifty years the Christian world has 
fought this man and has maligned his memory. 
In every Christian pulpit his name has been pro- 
nounced with scorn, and every pulpit has been an 
arsenal of slander. He is one man of whom no 
orthodox minister hasever told thetruth. He 
has been defiounced equally by Catholics and 
Protestants. 

Priests and ministers, bishops and exhorters, 
presiding elders and popes have filled the world 
with slanders, with calumnies about Voltaire. I 
am amased that ministers will not or cannot tell 
the truth about an enemy ofthe church. Asa 
matter of fact, for more than’1,000 years almost 
every pulpit has been a mint in which slanders 
were coined, 

Filled Europe with His Thoughts. 

For many years this restless man filled Europe 
with the product of his. brain. Essays, epigrams, 
epics, comedies, tragedies, histories. poems, noy- 
els, representing every phase and every faculty of 
the human mind.* At the same time engroased in 
business, full of speculation, making money like 
a millionaire, busy with the gossip of courts, and 
even with the scandals of priests. At the same 
time alive to all the discoveries of science aud 
the theories of philosophers, and in this babel 
never forgetting for a moment to assail the mon- 
ster of superstition. Sleeping and waking he 
hated the church. With the eyes of Argus he 
watched, and with the arms of Briareius he 
struck. For sixty years he waged coutinuous and 
unrelenting war, sometimes in the open field, 
sometimes stfiking from the hedges of opportu- 
nity, taking care during all this timeto remain 
independent of allmen, He was in the highest 
sense sticcessful. He lived like a prince, 
became one of the powers of Europe, and 
in him, for the first time, literature was 
crowned. [Applause.] Voltaire, in spite of his 
surroundings, in spite of almost universal tyranny 
and oppression, was a believer in God and in 
what he was pleased to call the religion of nature. 
He attacked the creed of his time ause it was 
dishonérable to his God. He thought of the 
Deity as a father, as the fountain of justice, in- 
telligence, and mercy, and the creed of the Cath- 
olic Church made him a monster of ‘cruelty and 
stupidity. He attacked the Bible with all the 
weapons at his command. He assailed its geology, 
its astronomy, its idea of justice, its laws and cus- 
toms, its absurd and useless miracles, its foolish 
wonders. its ignorance on all subjects, its insane 
prophecies, its cruel threats, and ite extravagant 
promises, At the same time he praised the God 
of nature, the God who gives us rain and light, 
and food and flowers, and health and bappiness- 
he who fills the world with youth and beauty. 
[Applause. ] 

Lisbon Karthquake Changes Voltaire. 

In 1735 came the earthquake at Lisbon. This 
frightful disaster became an immense interroga- 
tion. The optimist was compélled to .ask, 
“What was my God doing? Why did the Uni- 
versal Father crush to shapelessness thous- 
ands of his poor. children, even at the 
moment when they were ey their knees retarn- 
ing thanks tohim?’’ What could be done with 
this horror? If earthquake there must be why 
did it not occur in some uninhabited desert, on 
some wide waste of sea? This frightful fact 
changed the theology of Voltaire. e became 
convinced that this is not the best possible of all 
worlds. He became convinced that evil is evil 
here now and forever. [Applause. | 

Who can establish the existence of an infinite 
being? lt is beyond the conception—the reason— 
the imagination of man-~probably or possibly — 
where the zenithand nadir meet tuis God can be 
found, Lag < reso 

Voltaire attacked on eévery side, fought with 
every weapon t wit,-logic, reason, scorn, con- 
tempt. laughter, pathos, and indignation could 
sharpen, form, devise, or use. He often apolo- 
gized, and the apology was an insult, He often 
recanted, and the recantation was a tlmousand 
times worse than the thing recanted, He took it 
back by giving more. In the name of eulogy he 
flayed his victim. In his praise there was poison. 
-He often advanced by retreating, and asserted by 
retrachon. He did not intend to give priests the 
satisfaction of seeing him burn or suffer, Upon 
this very point of recanting he wrote: 

** They say 1 must retract. Very willingly. I 
will declare the ‘Pascal is always right. 
That if St. Luke and St. Mark  con- 
tradict one another it is only another 
— of the truth of religion to those who know 

ow to understand such things; and that another 
lovely proof of religion is that it is unintelligible. 
I will even avow that all priests are gentile and 
disinterested; that Jesuits are honest people; 
that monks are neither proud nor given to in- 
trigue, and that their odor is agreeable; that the 
Holy Inquisition is the triumph of humanity and 
tolerance. In a word, I will say all that may be 
desired of me, provided they leave me in repase, 
and will not prosecute a man who has done harm 
to none.”’ a

to reform the laws of France, to do away with 
torture, to soften the hearts of priests, to en- 
lighten judges, to instruct kings, to civilize the

The Religion of Humanity, 


Voltaire was not a saint. He was educated by 
the Jesuits. He was never troubled about the 
salvation of his soul. All the th®ological dig 
putes excited his laughter, the creeds his pity, 
and the conduct of bigots his contempt. He was 
much betterthana saint. {Applause.] Most of 
the Christians in his day kept their religion not 
for everyday use but for disaster, as ships carry 
lifeboats to be used only inthe stress of storm. 
LApeienes.} ss 

Voltaire believed in the religion of humanity— 
of good and generous deeds. For many centuries 
the church had painted virtue so ugly, sour, and 
cold that vice was regarded as beautifal. Vol- 
taire taught the beauty of the useful, the hate- 
fulness and hideousness of superstition. He was 
not the greatest. of poets, or of dramatists, but he 
was the greatest man of his time, the greatest 
friend of freedom, and the deadliest foe of super- 
stition. [Applause.] He wrote the best French 
plays—but they were not wonderful. He wrote 
verses ‘polished and perfect in their way. He 
filled the air = panted moths—but not with 
Shakspearean eagies. 

ou mas think that I have said too much; that 
I have placed this man too high. Let me teil 
you what Goethe, the great German, said of this 
man: “If you wish depth, genius, emagnetes. ;

One of these Protestants was Jean 
Calas—a small dealer in dry goods. For forty 
years he had been in this business, and his char- 
acter was without a stain. He was honést 
kind, and able. He had a wife and 
six children—four sons and two daughters. One 
of the sons became a Catholic. The eldest son 
Marc Antoine, disliked his father’s business an 
studied law. He could not be allowed to practice 
unless be became a Catholic. He tried to get his 
license by concealing that he was as Protestant. 
He was discovered—grew morose. Fiyally he be- 
came discoura, and committed suicide by 
hanging himself one evening in his father’s store. 
The bigots of Toulouse started the story’that his 
parents had killed him to prevent his becoming a 
Catholic. 
mother, one son, a servant, and one guest at their 
house were arrested. The dead son was consid- 
ered a martyr, the church taki possession of 
the body. This happened in 1761. There was 
what was called atrial. There was no evidence, 
not the slightest, except hearsay. All the facts 
were in favor of e accused. The united 
strength of the defendants could not have done 
the deed. 

Doomed to Death Upon the Wheel. 


Jean Calas was doomed to torture and to death 
upon the wheel. This was on the 9th of March, 1762, 
and the sentence was to be carried ont the next 
day. On the morning of the 10th the father was 
taken to the torture-room. The éxecutioner and 
his assistants were sworn on the cross to adminis- 
ter the torture according to the judgment of the 
court. They bound him by the wrists to an iron 
ring in the store wall four feet from the ground 
aad bis feet to another ring in the floor, Then 
they shorténed the roves and *chains until every 

oint in his arms and legs were dislocated. Then 

@ was questioned, He declared that he was in- 
nocent. Then the ropes were again shortened 
until life fluttered in the torn body; but he f%- 
mained firm. This was called the question ordi- 
naire. [Laughter]. Again the magistrates ex- 
horted the victim to confess, and again hé 
refused, saying that there was nothi 
to confess. Then came the question  ex- 
traordinaire. [Laughter]. Into the mouth 
of the victim was placed a horn hold- 
ing three pints of water. In this way thirty 
pints of water were forced irto the body of the 
sufferer. The pain was beyond description, and 
yet Jean Calas remained firm. He was then car- 
ried to the scaffoid in atumbril: He was Mund 
to a wooden cross that lay on the scaffold. The 
executioner then took a bar of iron, broke each 
leg and arm in two places, striki eleven blows 
in all. He was then left to die if he could. He 
lived for two hours, declaring his innocence to 
the last. He was slow to die, and so the execu- 
tioner strangled him. Then his poor lacerated, 
bleeding, and broken body was chained to a stake 
and burned. Ali this was a svectacle—a festival 
for the savages of Toulouse. What would they 
have. done if. their hearts had not been softened 
by the glad tidings of great joy peace on earth 
and good will to men? [Laughter and applause. | 

But this was hot all. The property of the fam- 
ily was confiscated; the son was released on Gon- 
dition that he become a Catholic; the servant if 
she would enter a convent. The two daughters 
were consigned to a convent and the heart-broken 
widuw was allowed to wander where she would. 

Voltaire heard of this case. In a moment his 
seul was on fire. e took one of the sons under 
his roof. He wrote a history of thecase. He 
corresponded with Kings and Queens, with 
Chancellors and lawyers. If money was needed 
he advanced it. For years he filled neiep 7 with 
the echoes of the groans of Jean Calas. @ suc- 
ceeded. The horrible judgment was annulled 
the poor victim declared innocent and thousands 
of dollars raisea to support the mother and fam- 
ily. {Applause.] This was the work of Voltaire. 


The Sirven Family. 


Sirven, a Protestant, lived in Languedoe with 
his wife and three daughters. The housekeeper 
of the Bishop wanted to make one of the daugh- 
ters a Catholic. The law allowed the Bishop to 
take the child of Protestants from its parents for 
the sake of itssoul. This little girl was su taken 
and placed in a convent. She ran away and 
came back to her parents. Her poor little body 
was covered with the marks of the convent 
whip. “ Suffer little children to come unto me.” 

Laughter and applause}. The child was out of 
er mind; suddenly she disappeared, and a few 
days after her little body was found in a well, 
three miles from home. The cry was raised that 
her folks had murdered her to keep her from be- 
coming a Catholic. This happened only a little 
way from the Christian city of Toulouse while 
Jean Calas was in prison, The Sirvens knew that 
a trial would end in conviction. They fied. In 
their absence they were convicted, their property 
confiscated. The parents sentenced to die by the 
hangman, the daughters to be under the gallows 
region the execution of their mother, and then to 
be exiled. The family fled in the midstof winter: 
the married daughter gave birth to a child in the 
snows of the Alps; the mother died, and at last 
the father, reaching Switzerland, found himself 
without means of support. They went to Vol- 
taire. He espoused their cause. He took care 
of them, gave them the means to live, 
labored to annul the sentence that had been 
pronounced against them for nine long and weary 
years. He _— to Kings for money, to Uath- 
_arine IL. of Russia, ana to hundreds of others. 
He was successful. He said of this case: The 
Sirvens were tried and condemned in two hours 
in January, 1762, and now in January, 1772, after 
ten years of effurt, they have been restored to 
their rigbts. [Applause. ] 

This was the work of Voltaire. Why should 
the worshipers of God hate the lovers of men? 
[Applause. j 


The Espenasse Case, 


Espenasse was a Protestant, of good estate. In 
1740 he received into his house a Bovtestant cler- 
gyman, to whom he gave supper and lodging. In 
a country where priests repeated the parable of 
the “Good Samaritan ’ this-was a crime. {[Laugh- 
ter.] For this crime Espenasse was tried, con- 
victed, and sentenced to tae galleys for life. When 
he had been imprisoned for twenty-three years 
his case came to the knowledge of Voltaire. and 
he was, through the efforts ot Voltaire, released 
and restored to his family. [Applause.) 

This wasthe work of Voltaire. There is not 
time to tell ofthe case of Gen. Lally, of the En- 
glish Gen. Byng, of the niece of Corneille, of 
the Jesuit Adam, of the writers, dramatists, act- 
ors, widows, and orphans for whose benefit he 
gave his influence, his money, and his time. 

But 1 well tell another case: In 1765 at the 
Town of Abbeville an old wooden croas on a 
bridge had been mutilated—whittled with a 
knife—a terrible crime. [Laughter.] Sticks 
when crossing each other, were far more sacrec 
than flesh and blood. Two young men were sus- 
pected—the Chevalier dela Barre and d’ Etallon- 
de. D’Etallonde fled to Prussia and enlisted as a 
common soldier. 

La Barre remained and stood his trial. He was 
convicted without the slightest evidence, and he 
and D’Etallonde were both sentenced: First, to 
endure the torture, ordinary and extraordiaary ; 
second, to have their tongues torn out by the 
roots with pincers of iron; third, to have their 
right bands cut off at the door of the church; 
and fourth, to be bound to stakes by chains of 
iron and burned to death by aslow fire. * For- 
give us our trespasses as we forgive those who 
trespass against wus.” [Laughter.] Remember- 
ing this, the Judges mitigated the sentence by 

roviding that their heads should be cut off be- 
ore their bodies ware given to the flames. 
ane pm The case was appealed to Paris: 

eard by a court composed of twenty-five Judges 
learned in law, and the judgment was confirmed. 
The sentence was carried out on the Ist day of 
July, 1766. 


With Every Weapon of Genius. 


Voltaire had fought with every weapon that 
genius could dévise or use. He was-the greatest 
of ail caricaturists, and he used this wonderful 

ift without mercy. For pure crystallized wit he 
1ad noegual, The art of flattery was carried by 
him to the height of ab exact science. He knaw 
and practiced every subterfuge. He fought the 
ariny of hypocrisy and pretense, the army of faith 
and falsehood. Voltaire’ was annoyed by the 
meaner and baser spirits of his time, by the 
cringers and crawlers, by the fawners and pre- 
tenders, by those who wished to gain the favor of 
priests, the patronage of nobles. Sometimes he 
allowed himself to be annoyed by these scorpions; 
sometimes he attacked them. And, but for these 
attacks, long ago they would have been forgot- 
teu. In the amber of his genius Voltaire pre- 
served these insects, these tarantulas, these 
scorvions. [{Applause. } 

It is fashionable tosay that he was not profound. 
This is because he was not stupid. Inthe presence 
of absurdity he laughed, and was called irrever- 
ent. He thought God would not damn even a 

riest forever. | Laugtter.] This was regarded as 

lasphemy. He endeavored to prevent Christians 
from murdering each other, and did what he 
could to civilize the disciples of Christ. | Laugh- 
ter.] Had he founded a sect. obtained control of 
some country, and burned a few heretics at slow 
fires, he would have won the admiration, respect, 
ahd love of the Christian world, -Had he only 
presented to believe all the fables of antiquity, 

ad he mumbled Latin prayers, counted beads, 
crossed himself, devou now and then the flesh 
of God. and carried fagots to the feet of Philoso- 
phy in the name of Christ, he might have been in 

eaven this moment, epjoying a, sight of the 
damned. {Laughter and applause. | 
_ if he tad only adopted the creed of his time— 
if he had asserted that a God of infinite power and 
mercy had created millions and billions of buman 
beings to suffer eternal pain, and all for the sake 
of his glorious justice Tianghter}~-that he had 
given his power of attorney to. a cunning and 
cruel it¢iian Pope, authorizing him to save the 
soul of his mistress and send honest wives to hell 
—if he had given to thé nostrils of this God the 
odor of burning flesh—the incense of the iagot— 
if he had filled his éars with the shrieks @ 
tortured—the music of the rack. he wouid now 
be known as St. Voltaire.

‘orquemada did after pouring molten lead into 
the ears of an honest man [laughter}, or as éatm- 
ly as Calvin after he had burned Servetus, or as 
peacefully as King David after advising with his 
last breath one son to assassinate another.

It is an auto da fe, presided over by God. But 
let us come back to Voltaire—to the dying phi- 
losopher. He was an old man of 84. He had been 
surrounded with the comforts, the luxuries of 
life. He wasaman of great wealth, the Fichest 
writer that the world had known. Among the 
literary men of the earth he stood first. He was 
an intellectual monarch—one who had built his 
own throne and had woven the purple of his own 
power. Hewasaman of genius. The Catholic 
God had allowed him the appearance of success. 
|[Laughter.} His last years were filled with the 
intoxication of flattery—of almost worship. He 
stood at the summit of his age. The priests be- 
came anxious, [Laughter.] They began to fear 
that God would forget, in a multiplicity of busi- 
ness, to make a terrible example of Voltaire. 

Laughter and applause.| Towards the last of 
ay, 1778, it was whispered in Paris that Voltaire 
was dying. Upon the fences of expectation gath- 
ered the unclean birds of supérstifion, 
impatiently waitihg for their prey. Two 
days fore his death, his nephew went to 
seek the curé of Saint Sulplice and the Abbé Gna- 
tier and bpeught them to his uncle’s sick cham- 
ber, who, being informed that they were there, 
said: “Ah. well, give them my . compli- 
ments and my thanks. The abbé spoke some 
words to him, exhorting him to patience. The 
curé of Saint Sulplice then came. forward, having 
announced himself, and asked of Voltaire, ele- 
vating his voice, if he acknowledged the divinity 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. [Laughter.}] The sick 
man pushed dne of his hands against the curé’s 
coif, sieving him back, and cried, turning ab- 
ruptly to the other side: “ Let me die in peace.”’ 
The curé seemingly considered his person soiled 
and his coif dishonored by the touch of a philo® 
opher. He made the murse give trim a little 
brushing and went out with the Abbé Ginatier. He 
expired, says Wagniére, on the Wth of May, 1778, 
at about a quarter past 11 at night, with the most 
pessect tranquillity. A few moments before his 
ast breath he took the band of Morand, his valet 
de chambre, who was watching by him, pressed 
it, and said: ‘“‘Adieu, my dear Binran ,. 1 am 
one.”” These were his last words. Like a peace- 
ul river, with green and shaded banks, he owed 
without a murmur into the waveless sea, where 
life is rest. [Applause, ] é

often in the same line, always interested himself, 
thoughts, 
auestions, subjects as a jugéler does balls, 
keeping them in the air with perfect ease, dress- 
ing old words in pew meanings, charming, gfo- 
tesque, pathetic, mingling mirth with tears, wit 
and wisdom, and sometimes wickedness, logic, 
and laughter. [Applause.} With a woman’s in- 
stinct knowing tne sensitive nerves—just where 
to touch—hating arrogance of place, the stupid-

DEPEW DISCOURSES ON PROTECTION. 


He Tells of the Advantages to Workmen 
frown the Republican Tariff Policy. 

Brooxtryn, N. Y., Oét. &—The largest and 
most enthusiastic Republican mass-meeting 
held in Brooklya in many years was addressed 
by Chauncey M. Depew in the Clermont Ave- 
nue Kink tonight. Over 6,000 people, nearly 
half of whom were ladies, were present, and 
almost as many more vainly struggled for ad. 
nvission. Fresident Charles A. Schieren of 
the Young Republican chub ifitroduced Mr. 


Depew. 

As Mr. Debew arose tospeak the audience 
broke out into long-continued and most en- 
thusiastic applause ana waving of hats and 
handkerchiefs. He began by saying that every 
political canvass had ite peculiarities, and that 
the peculiarity of this canvass on both sides 
was the fact that up to the present time gen- 
eral apathy was in command, This was due, 
he said, to the widespread belief among the 
people that no matter who was elected the 
country would be safe‘ and prosperous, and 
continued: 

Ever since the war ended there has been a’ 
gradual falling off in enthusiasm. The great 
prosperity of the country explains this, and 
people are not. so much concerned about elections 
as they once were. But to what is this prosperity 
due? To the Republican policy, which has 
guarded the industrial interests of the people. 
Panics inthe past have been directly due to 
Democrats tinkering with the tariff. We have 
now been nineteen years without business dis 
asters. The prosperity of the country is due .to 
the application continued for 25 years of Repub- 
lican principles. 

As for that saying of the unthinking that the 
country will prosper, no matter whu is elected, I 
woald say that if Cleveland is elected and he shall 
be backed by a Democratic Senate and a Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives and our tariff 
laws are modeled on the basis of the Chicago 
platform then we shall quickly be overwhelmed 
by business disaster and tinancial ruin. 

The statement of the Democratic platform that 
protection is unconstitutional’ is tantamount to 
charging that Washington and Hamilton and 
Jackson were violators of the Constitution. 
Where can we find the Democratic precedent for 
this tariff plank of the Chicago platform? Only 
in South Carolina in 1832, and in the Confederate 
Constitution of 1861. Jackson's historic * By the 
Eternal” knocked out the former, and the latter 
has fallen into “ innocuous desuetude.” 

Mr. Depew then:Scontrasted the wages of 
workingmen in Great Britain andin this coun- 
try, saying that he had made a special investi- 
gation of this matter when abroad. He had 
found that the English workingmen received 
less than one-half the wages of American 
workingmen in the same industries. He had 
particularly noted this fact arnong the railway 
employés. To the objection that the differ- 
ence in wages was offset by the cost of living 
Mr. Depew said that this statement had been a 
special subject of his investigation, and 
he defied contradiction when -he asserted that 
a dollar on this side will go as far as a dollar 
on the other side. He had found the differ- 
ence between workingmen here and there to 
be simply that there the workingman lives 
according to his means. Here the working- 
man lives far better. He had on his table 
every day ia the week that which the English 
workingman has only once a week. The 
American workingman sends his children to 
school, not to the workshop, and he buys a 
home. lf protection does all this then he 
thanked Goa for such a violation: of the Con- 
stitution. 

The advantages accorded to the country by 
the Republican policy of reciprocity were 
next considered by the speaker. What the 
Democrats called a sham and.a fraud he said 
was really & great source of national prosper- 
ity. Theeffect of the McKinley bill had been 
to shut up many of Engiand’s largest and 
most productive mills and to transfer these 
manufactories to this country. Mr, Cleveland 
and his friends think that this is immoral. 
If so all our. industries are immoral. Men 
strive for themselves, not for others. The 
speaker closed With a dying tribute to the na.

GOV. PIFER ADDRESSES AN ENTHUSI- 
ASTIO MEETING AT RED BUD. ~ 


He Appeals to the People on Behalf of the 
Legislative Nominees and Then Talks 
of His Own Record—Is Making Many 
Friends Among the River County Peo- 
ple — Senator Sherman Discusses the 
Issues of the Campaign—Against the 
Idaho Test Oath Law, 

Rep Bun, IIL, Oct. 8.—~—|Special. ]—Gov. 
Fifer’s three meetings down here have all 
been located in intensely German commu- 
nities and he has been astonished at the em- 
phatic expression of the people in favor of 
compulsory education. The Germans are 
practically a unit for the principle and 
it wiil be discovered that Gov. Fifer has made 
many converts. No sentiment roused the en- 
thusiasm as did his declaration, **‘ Governor- 
ship or no Governorship, sink or swim, sur- 
vive or perish, Iam unalterably for cornpul- 
sory education.”’

HIS WIFE AND OOUSIN, 


Maddened by Drink He Goes Home and 
Uses His Revolver on the Defenseless 
Couple—One Death Will Probably Re- 
sult—The “ Ribs Cornet” Case Goes on 
a Change of Venue to Justice Glennon’s 
Court—Wreck on the Wabash—Other

Maddened by liquor and enraged by his 
wife’s determined refusal to live with him, 
John Ryan attempted a double murder at No. 
147 West Kinzie street yesterday afternoon. 
Cora Ryan, his wife, and a cousin named 
Joseph Ryan were the victims, and both are 
now at the County Hospital, the latter in a 
precarious condition. =a 

The shooting took place at 2:15 o’clock. 
Ryan called on his wife early yesterday morn- 
ing after a separation of several weeks. They 
spent the morning in quarreling, and about 1 
o’clock Ryan left the house. He returned an 
hour later, and hurrying into the dining-room, 
where Mrs. Ryan was sweeping the fluor, drew 
a revolver and cried: “Get down on your 
knees, you Cora; down, or I’ll kill you.” 

Joseph Ryan, the cousin, ran into the room, 
and Mrs. Ryan crouched behind him tor pro- 
tection. The husband reached over his cou- 
sin’s shoulder and fired, and Mrs. Ryan, with 
@ scream, sprang through a window into the 
yard. She ran around to the barn in the rear 
and hid. Ryan attempted to grapple with the 
infuriated man. Three shots were fired and 
Joseph fell to the floor, shot through the 
breast. The would-be murderer made his es- 
cape by the back door. 7 

The jest Chicago avenue police were noti- 
fied, and Secretary John Quinn of Capt. Kip- 
ley’s office took charge of the case. Mrs. 
Ryan was found beneath the rear steps. 
Blood was gushing from an ugly bullet wound 
in the left breast. She was taken to the hos- 
pital, where the physicians locatea the ball 
beneath the collar-bone. The bullet’ struck 
Joseph. Ryan in the center of the breast and, 
glancing off on the breast-bone, took a down- 
ward course. His condition is regarded as se- 
rious. 

Mrs. Ryan made an ante-mortem statement 
to Secretary Quinn last —_. Her husband 
is a molder, 35 years old. ey were married 
seven years ago, she being but 16 years of age. 
For years, she says, her husband abused her. 
While they were staying at No. 539 Wabash 
avenue six weeks ago he drew a revolver and 
would have kiNed her but for interference. 

She then lefthim and went to live at No. 
147-West Kinzie street. Their 6-year-old boy 
Cornelius accompanied her, and the husband 
went to Cincinnati. When next she heard 
from him he was in St. Louis. He kissed their 
child good-by yesterday and said he would 
nut return. Joseph Ryac, who is unmarried, 
is 40 years old, boards at No. 147 Kinzie street, 
and is a blacksmith.

TAMMANY LANDS THE JEROME 
, STAKES AT MORRIS PARK. 


Yorkville Belle, Heavily Played, Made the 
Iroquois Colt Stretch His Neck—Azra’s 


Good Race—Runyon Captures the Nur- | 


sery Stakes in Good Style—The Other 
Winners Were Fairy, Lowlander, Mid- 
dleton, and Hy Dy-—Not One Favorite 
Was First. 

New Yorx, Oct. 8.—[Special.]-- Montana 
Millionaire Marcus Daly’s colt Tammany 
added another rich prize to the rather long 
list of those that he has won for his owner by 
taking the classic Jerome Stakes at the 
park today. The distance was a mile and a 
half, and the stake was worth $18,415 to the 
winner, It was Tammany’s first appearance 
since the Monmouth Park meeting. 

Trainer Matt Byrnes had him in the pink of 
condition and keyed up to ahard race in 
spite of his long let-up. This was no secret, 
and the public play kept the colt a favorite 
till near the close of the betting, when a tre- 
mendous rush of money on Yorkville Belle 
sent her down to4to5, while 
ceded to even money. But Yorkville Belle 
went the way of all the other favorites of the 
day, and Brewer Frank Ehret and his friends 


lost enough money to set up a new brewery. 
still she made Tammany stretch his neck at the 
end, sending him to a drive inside in the last fur- 
long. Pierre Lorillard’s colt Julien, who was 
started to make the pace for his stable companion 
Kilkenny, went away ata great rate at the start, 
closely followed by Silver Fox, who had to per- 
form asimilar mission for Tammany. The pair 
showed the way at a rattling pace for a mile and 
then subdued, the others closing on them rapidly 
as they swung into the long downhill home- 
srretch. Ydérkville Belle was the first to pass 
them, with Tammany at her heels. Entering the 
last quarter the Belle was a neck in front, but 
Tammany looked te be galloping over her. She 
hung on doggedly, however, and the last sixteenth 
Garrison had to draw his whip and ride Tammany 
for all he was worth, Under his persuasion the 
son of Iroquois drew away gradually and won 
by a length. Tne surprise of the race 
was the Bashford Manor colt Azra, 
who went to the post so sore that it 
looked positively cruel to start him. He was at 
60 to lin the betting. After runningin the rear 
division for a mile he came with an amazing 
burst of speedin the home stretch, overhauling 
the leaders at every stride, and finally finishing a 
good third at Yorkville Belle’s tail. 


Runyon Won the Nursery Stakes, 


The other stake event on the program was the 
Nursery Stakes, for 2-year-olds, at threa-quarters 
of a mile, worth $4,000 to the winner. In this 
that good but rheumatic filly, Miss Maude, opened 
a hot favorite at 4to5, but her preliminary was 
80 unsatisfactory to the talent that her price re- 
ceded to 9 to 5, at which price she was still favor- 
ite. Rainbow, on the strength 
second to Morello in the 
Sound Stakes, was played 
down to lito5. Neither of them was ever in the 
bunt with Brewer Ehret’s colt Runyan, aitol 
shot, who led from flag to finish, and won easily 
by two lengths. Miss Mande, who was giving 
away weight to all the others, got home in sec- 
ond place, three lengths before Stowaway, who 
beat. the heavily played Rainbow two and a half 


lengths. 

hen Chesapeake won the other day at odds of 
15 tol, his owner, Bookmaker Jack McDonald, 
did not have a cent on him. ‘Today when he was 
a hot favorite at 6 to 5in the opening scramble of 
three-quarters of a mile McDonald bet thousands 
of dollars on him, all of which was lost, for Ches- 
apeake showed but aflash of his former speed 
and had to be content with second place.

And, by the way, itis no longer to be doubted 
that there will be racing for cash prizes next 
year. Thongh the league may not smile encour- 
agement to the plan it is already known and gos-

aduaheere who will forswear their faith and com- 
pete for money. And this for one year. It is not 
the intention to fall foul of the league, but to rid 
it of those who may desire to win wealth in pro- 
portion as they win fame. In fine, those who are 
now riding for hire are expected to be licersed 
by the professional association to eomeree for 
purses, and this, -it is argued, will relieve 
the league of the incubus of tolerating 
amateurs. The plan may work well. The cracks 
may turn their backson amateurism, manufact- 
urers may support it—one big man is already in 
the venture—but if the league decides adversely 
to cash prizes the league will rule the roost, for 
its members are the bone and sinew of the sport 
of cycling and they far outnumber those who 
want money racing. None of the Chicago speedy 
men will abandonthe present system, and only 
such of the Eastern cracks whose mercenary in- 
stincts overweigh their honor will take up with 
the new scheme. Even a maarorny of the racing 
men predict failure for the plan at the end of a 
year. However, 1t is certain that the new game 
will be played and that it will precipitate. the 
final settlement of the greatest puzzle which has 
ever vexed an’ amateur organization, to-wit: 
whether it is good form or good policy to com- 
pete for money.

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 8.—[Special. }— 


_ The yearly advance in the substitution of sci- 


ence and skill’ for brute strength and beef 
have given the game .of American college 
football its tremendous popularity. ‘The style 
of play ten years ago, ali scrimmage and 
shove, merited most of the talk about its bru- 
tality, and the funny newspaper paragraphs 
about the lists of killed and wounded were 
often founded on fact. 

But a little at a time the ruffianly features 
were crowded out. The best coaches and 
players in the country invented new styles of 
play and made rules in the interests of the 
public, so that the manly sport might be 
placed on a popular footing. As the final re- 
gult of the infusion of new ideas 40,000 peo- 
ple sat and stood through the pouring rain of 
last Thanksgiving day to see the fiercest bat- 


tle of the season, and one in which not a Yale 


or Princeton player was disabled. 

When I was playing at Yale the science of in- 
terference play had not been discoyered, one of 
the greatest features of today’s football, And 
that was only four years ago. It isthe man who 
tries to think out new methods that does the 
telling work. The idea of the éonstant improve- 
ment in the science of football was suggested to 
me by the thought of Capt. Vance McUCormick, 
the man who has the making of the Yale eleven 
for this year. Already he is considered an able 
and eflicient captain. He has ideas of his own, 
and has departed in several ways from the old 
Yale practice-of doing just what the captain did 
the year before. 

It has always been the custom for the football 
men to play a hard, sharp practice | Sap on the 
first day at the field in September.

SANITARY INSPECTORS ATTACKED. 


Boiling Water Thrown on Them by Women 
in Buda Pesth. 

Bupa Pests, Oct. 8.—There were reported 
in this city Thursday fifty-three new cases of 
cholera and nineteen deaths from the disease. 
The ignorant classes still attempt to prevent 
the sanitary authorities from performing 
their duties. The latest attempt of the 
denizens of the lower quarters of the 
city to prevent the cleaning and aisinfec- 
tion of their houses occurred today. Sev- 
eral of the sanitary officers were set upon by 
the occupants of the house in which they 
were working... Their assailants were at first 
women armed with kettles of boiling water, 
which they threw out of doors and windows 
on the officers. .The latter, findmg the situa- 
tion literally too hot for them, fled into the 
street. tere a number of men and boys had 
gathered, and when the officers appeared they 
were greeted with shgwers of stones. The 
police who.had accempanied the sanitary 
officers were attacked also. a of the in- 

rs were quite severely injured. 
gone the last twelve holies fourteen fresh 
cases of cholera and three deaths from the 
disease have been reported here. :The physi- 
cians are unable to attend to all the demands 
on their services. 

Marseriies, Oct. 8.—Several suspicious 
caaes of sickness have occurred here during 
the last few days. It is believed that cholera 
has gamed «# foothold in the city. 

Berxin, Oct. 8.—Four more inmates of the 
House of Correction have been attacked with 
cholera and removed to the hospital. A man 


‘was found dead in the Thiergarten taday, and 


it is supposed ‘that his death was due to 
acute cholera.. : 

HambBure, Oct. &—The official cholera sta- 
tistics for yesterday place the number of new 
cases here at twelve, against twenty-four 
Thursday. * The deashs yesterday numbered 
two, adecrease of two compared with those 
that occurred Thursday. In Altona yesterday 
three new cases and two deaths were reported. 

Paris, Oct. 8.—In this city and suburbs yes- 
terday twenty fresh cases of cholera were re- 
ported to the authorities, During the same 
time seven persons died frum the disease. 


TO CREATE FRENCH CARDINALS. 


Pope Leo Has Decided‘to Calla Consistory 
at the End of This Year. 

Rome. Oct. &—The Pope has decided to 

hold a .Consistory at the end ofthis year, 

principally with a view to create several 


‘French Cardinals in order to officially dem- 


onstrate the rapprochement which has been 
effected between France and the Vatican. 
Soine Spanish Cardinals will also be created. 
It is reported in Vatican circles that the de- 
sire in England for at least one English Car- 
dinal will not be gratified, though it is proba- 
ble that Dr. Walsh, Archbishop of Dublin, 
who is greatly esteemed by the Pope, will re- 


ceive the Cardingl’s hat. Negotiations are | 


reported to be proceeding, having for 
their object the arrangement for an interview 
between the great Spanish democratic and 
republican statesman, Sefior Caatelar, and 
the Pope. Sefior Castelar has taken great in- 
terest in the intervention of the Pope in re- 
gard to the position of Catholics in France. 
The Pope’s recommendation to the ¥rench 
Catholics that they should accept the existing 
régimé naturally met with the fullest sym- 
pathy frorh Sefior Castelar, who wrote a stady 
on the evolution of modern society, in which 
he spoke of the encyclical letter of the Pope 
as a “letter from St. Paul liberating the 
world,” and greatly praised the Papal course 
of action. This enthusiastic support of his 
policy has given the Pope considerable grati- 

ation, and an in 
eater with little difficulty.

TENNYSON’S BODY WILL LIE UNDER 
LONGFELLOW'S BUST. 


The Old Abbey Is Crowded with the Re- 
mains of Departed Celebrities, but 
There Is One Place That Has Always 
Been Kept for the Late Poet Laureate— 
Swinburne Believed to Be His Only 
Possible Successor, but the Post May Be 
Left Vacant for a Time.

Lorpox, Oct. &—[Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gorden Bennett.|—For the moment 
everything is thrown into the background by 
the death of Lord Tennyson. When inquiry 
was going some months ago into the room 
still left for intermentsin Westminster Abbey, 
the space was shown me which has long been 
reserved for the illustrious poet. It is in the 
poets’ corner, just’ beneath the spot where 
Longfellow’s bust stands and next to Brown- 
ing’s grave, 

The coffin of a woman had to be moved 8 
little farther on to inake room for Browning. 
She was the wife of some unknown barrister, 
for in the early parft of the century everybody 
was buried in Westminster Abbey whose 
friends could pay the necessary fees. It was 
treated as a mere ‘parish church. That has 

en put a stop to, but even now it is difficult 
to/keep out third and fourth rate celebrities. 
Their friends are numefous, and a tremend- 
ous pressure is brought to bear upon the 
Dean, with whom-rests the power to give or 
refuse permission. 

Sometimes he finds it by no meaus a pleas- 
ant duty to pronounce a decision. Dean 
Stanley gave way to outside pressure more 
than once, and Dean Bradley has not always 
been able to resist it. The honors of West- 
minster Abbey have been claimed by many a 
man who was clean forgotten six months after 
his death. No one will dispute Tennyson’s 
right to rest there, and doubtless room will be 
found for Mr. Gladstone unless he forbids it 
by special direction. There ought to be no 
more interments within the walls. A large 
part of the old abbey was built upon con- 
crete, and it is no easy matter to cut through 
it. There ig an old man attached to the 
building who knows the whole place under- 
ground, and he described it to me as packed 
with dead, with the exception of one particu- 
lar corner, which is a bed of solid concrete 
never yet touched. It would be better to 
leave it as it is, and that “is the feeling of the 
Royal Commission which inquired into the 
whole subject in 1890; Some consideration for 
the living should now be shuwn. 

Next comes the question, Who is to be made 
Poet Laureate? A good many candidates are 
in the held already. Alfred Austin desires to 
prove his fitness for the office by sending to 
the Times a yard or so of his verses on Tenny- 
son, and when the Duke of Clarence died hé 
was in the field with a tribute. One of the 
verses was: addressef to the Prince of Wales 
and began, “‘And you, @it,’’ which, by the 
way, is far ahead of anything Tennyson ever 
turned out. Austin never wrote a line of po- 
etry in his hfe, and his appointment would be 
a disgrace to letters. 

There is only one Swinburne who could 
wear the Laureate’s wreath without setting 
all the world laughing, and some of his early 
writmgs stand much in the way. The best 
thing to be done is to let the office remain un- 
filled, at least for atime. There is no imme- 
diate necessity for a Poet Laureate, and we 
have no Wordsworth or Tennyson to succeed 
to it. Everybody except the disappointed 
candidates will forgive Mr. Gladstone if he 
allows the country to rub along without an 
official poet. A Member or PARLIAMENT.

FAVORABLE TO LEWIS MORRIS. 


Austin, Buchanan, and Arnold Also Candi- 
dates for the Laureateship. 

The question as to who. will succeed the late 
Lord Fennyson as Poet Laureate is. argued 
from all points of discussion in literary, social, 
and political-circles. The idea that Algernon 
Swinburne would accept the office shouid it 
be offered him is ridiculed by those belonging 
to his intimate circle. "Though his demeratic 
chants closed years age, he has neither written 
nor said anything to justify the report that he 
has repented of his republican lyrics. He 
may regret the unmeasured ardor of the utter- 
ances of his earlier poems, but there is abso- 
lutely nothing to justify a belief that he re- 
grets the democratic sentiments contained in 
them. ‘ 

William Morris, who ranks next to Swin- 
burne as the greatest living English poet, is as 
equally impossible for the office as is Swin- 
burne. . He is a red-hot Socialist ana a friend 
of Swinburne. . Both hold in scorn the notion 
of composing t0 order laureate lines for royal 
events. 

So dismissing these two from the list of pos- 
sibilities it will be seem thatthe real aspirants 
for the honor of the Laureateship are Lewis 
Morris, Sir Edwin Arnold, Alfred Austin, and 
Robert Buchanan. All these are ready to spin 
royal rhymes. 

If the opinions of good literary cliques are 
followed the government will not recommend 
anyone for the position. but will leave the post 
vacant. Jf adecision in the matter depended 
upon court inclination the choice would be 
balanced between - Robert Buchanan and 
Lewis Morris. Sir Edwin Arnold has a taint 
of neresy. Alfred Austin is appreciated at 
his proper vaiue as a poetaster. Robert Bu- 
chanan is a favorite at court through his 
“‘Tdyls and Legends of Inverburn,” and his 
prose poem, the “Land of Lorne:’’ but his 
occasional erratic views will tell greatly 
against him. 

Lewis Morris as a candidate for the Laureate. 
ship is blameless. His poetical works bear a 
general air of respectability. He it was who 
wrote “Songs of Great Britain,’’ now in its 
third edition, embodying the odes on the 
Queen’s Jubilee and on the Imperial! Institute, 
the latter of which he wrote by request, owing 
to the illness at the time of Lord Tennyson. 
For this work he received the Jubilee medal] 
from the Queen. Asa man and verse writer 
he has much to commend him to the court. 
Good English critics place him on a par with 
Tupper as a poet. 

The latest tribute to the dead Poet Laureate 
is from the, pen of Robert Buchanan. It is 
published in the Telegraph this morning and 
is as follows: 

’Tis o'er; he leaves the lonely road 
Whereon he fared so long; 

The gentlest, brightest knight of God; 
The Galahad of song.

| Ministerial Crisis Coming. 
While 
public mind a ministerial crisis has been qui- 
etly preparing. The differences vetween 
Chancellor von Caprivi and Herr Miquel, 
Prussian Minister of Finance, have beén 
widened through the unheard-of action of the 
Chancellor in completely ignoring the Prus- 
sien Cabinet in the presentation of the new 
military bill. The Chafcellor, who has suc- 
geeded in overcoming Emperor's opposi- 
tion to the bill, did not consult either Herr 
Miquel or Count von Eulenberg, President of 
of the Prussian Council of Munisters, in re- 
gard to the measure. It is predictea that the 
Chancellor will dissolve. the Reichstag if the 
bill fails to pass, 1 

Radical papers are jubilant over thi« out- 
look and express the hope that in the event of 
dissolution their party will make great gains. 
The Vossische Zeitung says today that there is 
no chance of the bill passing and that dissu- 
lution will only strengthen the opposition and 
compel Chancellor von Caprivi to resign. ‘The 
paper calls upon the government to withdraw, 
or at least to postpone the bill. The Chancel- 
lor in- the meantime circulates the 
story that. the bill as now pro- 
posed is practically the same as 
the one prepared by Prince Bismarck, -which 
had the approval of Gen, Count von Walder- 
nee, who was then Secretary of War, and that 
there is no truth in the reports that either the 
Chief of Staff or the Minister of War disagree 
as to its provisi 


lished a denial of the reports circulated about 
the trouble the Emperor was alleged to have 
with one of his ears. The denial is said to 
have come straight from the Court, the Em- 
peror being very sensitive on the subject. 
Prince Bismarck’s organ now proclaims that 
the story is perfectly true and that it is folly 
to deny it. It adds that tne faets are well 
known to all the intimate relations of the Em- 
peror. This statement is scarcely likely to in- 
crease friendly relations between the Em- 
perfor and Prince Bismarck. 
William’s Financial Troubles. 


Stories of the Emperor’s financial difficult- 
ties are again current. His father and grand- 
father allowed army subalterns a certain 
amount of moriey each month if they were 
without private means, ‘Emperor William 
refuses tw continue this practice and no 
furtner grants will be made, though the pres- 
ent recipients under the old system will con- 
tinue to draw the sums allotted to them until 
they are promoted. The number of sub- 
alterna receiving the bounty -is small. They 
ate mostly the sons of men who died on the 
field and whose families have been for genera- 
tions in the Prussian service. The Emperor’s 
action in this natter has caused much gossip 
and it is given out as positive evidence that he 
is hard up. 

The Emperor’s cordial message confirmung 
the election of Herr Zelle, who is an ardent 
Liberal, as Burgomaster of Berlin is regarded 
as of great political importance, When Herr 
Zelle’s name was first mentioned for the po- 
sition 1t was freely predicted that the Empe- 
ror would never confirm his election. During 
the old Emperor’s life the relations between 
the Burgomaater and the Court were very 
strained. Even at the beginning of the pres- 
ent reign things continued m the sanie state 
until Prince Bismarck’s influence declined 
three years ago. . The Emperor confirmed the 
election of Herr von Forckenbeck, the prede- 
cessor of Herr Zelle, but. it is said he re- 
marked to Minister Herrfurth, who . pressed 
him to the confirmation: ‘** Don’t let me be 
asked again to confirm the election of a Lib- 
eral Burgomaster.’’ His action in regard to 
Herr Zelle was looked forward to with anxiety. 
The message 1s a pleasant surprise, and it is 
regarded as a sign that the time of boycot- 
ting the political opponents of the.govern- 
ment is over. 

Three thousand retail traders of Cologne 
have petitioned the Federal Council and the 
Emperor to abolish the new Sunday rest law. 
They assure the Emperor that Sunday rest 
tends to make employés not more religious, 
but more pleasure-seeking and discontented. 
The petition adds that statistics show that it is 
unfavorable to morality and is bad political 
economy to hamper trade,and collect experi- 
ence from the ruin of many poor traders.

The Emperor has, therefore, identified him- 
self with the bill, and he will dismiss every 
Minister who opposes it, directly or indirectly.

Itistoday playing an 
important part in exactly the opposite direc- 
tion. .Thecapitalists are numberless who have 
‘taken the view of the situation tha$ a more 
favorable investment may be made after the 
World’s Fair than can be made now, and rea- 
soning on that line they have temporarily put 
their money into mortgages and other secu-

That sawe thought has dominated the ac- 
tions of many prospective purchasers for 
actual use. The nuiwnber of people who con- 
template the buying of a home, but who have 
deferred the purchase for the present in the 
hope that they may find lower prices toward 
the close of 1893 is legion. 

Another Cause Operative, ; 

There is still another cause that has r- 
ated strongly, particularly. within the last 
month or two, toward reducing the demand 
for property for actual use. activity in 
the building line has been so great that all rhe 
available labor in that field is today employed 
to its full capacity. This has resulted in an 
&dvarice in the price of labor and in connec- 
tion with that advance there have been in- 
creases in the prices of buildwig material to 
the extent that the cost of constructing build- 
ings today i¢ probably at least 25 per cent 

. above the normal limit. This, of course, shuts 
out from the field every one who is hot abso- 
lutely forced into it and has resu in ma- 
terially reducing the demand for property. 

These causes in the market that have led to 
the present duilness, it will be seen, there- 
fore, are features which are merely delaying 
business but not sacrificing it.. It means that 
the business that might normally have been 
done this year has mis been delayed until 
mext yeur. There is little teason to look for 

e@pyamarked change in 1892. The season is 
now too far aiong; while the causes which 

- have contributed to dullness are as potent as 
at any time. There is left little reason to 
hope fer any revival in activity this year. 
Real-estate men, as a rule, have hot counted 
upon mach business next year, and it will not 
be at all surprising if their reckoning ia that 
respect is as wrong as were their anticipations 
of gfeat activity this year.

IS THERE A DEMAND FOR IT? 


Different Shades of Opinion Regarding the 
National Association Movement. 

Real-estate men generally are now able to 
judge more fairly of the working of the Na- 
| tional Real-Estate Association idea and its 

adaptability to the needs of the country since 
the close of the second annual convention. Up 
to this time the real-estate congress has been 
in @ fermative condition and it has been hard 
to decide whether it had a future or not. The 
firet invitations were sent out from Nashville 
promiscuously all over the country, and a 
well-defined suspicion existed to the effect 
that the whole idea was one of booming some 
special lo@ality and of bringing certain local 
interests into prominence. 
congress has now been organized on a 
satisfactory basis and its intentions are de- 
fined. It will no doubt profit from the iais- 
takes of the two conventions so far held. In 
the first place, the prograins have been far too 
extensive and have been weighted down with 
heavy papers and addresses. The scheme of 
representing the various cities will have to be 
revised so tfhiat the city in which the conven- 
tion is held does hot hold an overwhelming 
balance of power. The’ entire constitution is 
ing revised and the representations of cities 
will probably be by delegates representing a 
certain number of members. Opinions differ 
in Chicago as to the feasibility of the plan and 
of the prospects of the crganization accom- 
plishing any good work in the line of infiu- 
encing real-estate legislation. 
Membership Too Indiscriminate., 

The Real-Estate Board, so far, has not 
counténanced the National Real-Estate Asso- 
ciation for the reason that the membership of 
the national body is tooindiscrimiuate. E. S. 

‘Dreyer. the President of the board, however, 
identified himself with the association and was 
& promirent figure at the Buffalo meeting. He 

ig of the opinion that there is a place for the 
national body but that the executive officers 
will have to make a decided effort if any good 
work is to be done. 

** We can meet from year to year and listen 
to papers on subjects of interest to real-estate 
men generally, but if nothing further is done 
the national body will fail entirely of its pur- 
pose,”’ said We. ‘* The officers and Executive 
|, Committees will have to be men who are thor- 
oughly enthusiastic on the question and who 
wili make some personal sacrifices for the 
good of the eause. The officers at the recent 
meeting were chosen with this idea in 
view. The President, Mr. Cutter, is a man of 
wealth and leisure as well as a practical real- 
estate man‘of high standmg. The other offi- 
cers have been selected from different parts 
of the country, and are men who are enthu- 
siastic over the prospects, and who believe 
that the National Asscciation idea is entirely 
feasible. At the ing of the last session it 
seemed as if certain cities mtended to use the 
convention simply to bowm property in their 


ive cities. This was not borne 
out, however, by the subsequent pro. 
ceedings. Chicago men did’ noth- 


img in the way of distributing literature 
or advertising property. They decorated their 
headquarters with pictures of nearly all sky- 
scrapers of this city, but this fact alone made 
} the Chicago rooms a point of interest to vis- 
| itors. The delegates were a little urntuly at 
times, and there isa little to much sightseeing to 
be had at Buffalo and Niagara Falls for a 
good executive session. The papers presented 
were good and right on the line of subje 
which will have to be taken up by the national 
body. fe were, however, too numerous and 
too extended. The fact is too much was 
crowded into the short sessions. The Niagara 
Falie trip, the adaresses of Henry George and 
Robert Ingersoll, and the twelve or fifteen 
technical papers and addresses gave the asso- 
ciation rather todo much to-do. The real- 
éstaté men of the various cities are becoming 
better acquainted and the association cantot 
fail at least to brig up the standard in the 
busisess. 
No Faith im the Aésociatton. 

George Birkhoff is one of the conservatives 
among the Real Estate Board brokers who have 
no faith in the association at all.

aoe = i " said he. “ Tite in- 
vitation is entirely too general. For instance, 
in this city any r te man, no matter 
what his antecedents, can become a member 
of the association by paying his $3.

The Booming Element Sat Upon. 

*“ The boom ingelement has been effectually 
sat upon.

possibilities ahead. The organization is 
in good hands and there 1s no question but 
what there is a place for it in the country. It 
can do much in the matter of simplification 
of title transfer and in securing a uniformity 
in acknowledgments. In short, it can oc- 
cupy in national affairs the position which our 
local board holds in the city and State. The 
Buffalo corvention undoubtedly made some 
mistakes. The program was overloaded and 
the presiding officer did not at all times have 
eontrol of the delegates. The constitution is 
being carefully revised and a. more equitable 
representation will be agreed upon. With 
these improvements and changes I believe that 
the association wi)l become a strong, dignitied 
body and that the St. Paul meeting next Au- 
gust will showa marked advance in ideas and 
méthods.”’ 


WAREHOUSE PROPERTY I8 SOLD, 


Clese of a Series of Transactions Involving 
the Fuller & Warren Building.: 

William A. Bond & Co. have closed the sale 
of the Fuller-Warren north pier warehouse 
property for the Fuller & Warren company of 
Troy, N. Y., to Henry J. Rogers of Appeton, 
Wis. The price paid for the warehouse is 
$50,000. Mr. Rogers gives in part payment 
fifteen acres of land situated about one and 
one-quarter miles southwest of the Grant 
locomotive works, being at the northwest 
corner of West Nineteenth street and Lom- 
bard avenue, in Sec. 20. Cicero. The acres 
are taken at a consideration of $33,750, or 
$2,250 an acre. 

The warehouse is located on North Water 
street, 1,600 feet east of St. Clair street, and 
running to the rivef, is a five-story and base- 
ment brick building of mill construction, 100 
x150 feet in size, with a two-story brick addi- 
tion. in the rear.

INCREASE IN BUILDING OPERATIONS, 


First Nine Months of 1892 Heavier 

than the Same Period of 1891. 

The remarkable activity in building opera- 
tions which has characterized the present year 
is indicated by the increase of building per- 
mits issued during the first nine months of 
1892 as compared with the total of perm’ts 
issued during the corresponding period of 
1891. Up to the close of September 9,456 
buildings were provided for by permits to 
cover a frontage of 257,000 feet and representing 
$48.640,000. During the same time last year 
permits were issued for 9,302 buildings, cov- 
ering a frontage of 224,000 feet and represent- 
ing an outlay of $35,700,000. The increase this 
year in detail is equivalent to 154 buildings, 
covering 32,600 feet of frontage, and the in- 
crease in valuation is $12,900,000, 

The greatest building activity during the 
last quarter, as represented by the permit list, 
was in September. Permits for buildings es- 
timated to be worth $7,739,000 were issued in 
that month alone. Inthe preceding month 
permits involving $7,231,000 were issued, while 
in July permits wére issued to cost $5.794,000. 
In each of the three months an increase was 
noted over the corresponding month of 1891.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS, 


An Apartment House Hotel of Generous 
Dimensions Planned for Evanston. 

A stock compauy is béing formed by Edwin 
Read to build a first-class apartment hotei in 
Evanston. It isto be capitalized at $300,000, 
and the stock is to be taken principally by 
local business-men. No site has as yet been 
selected, but one of three or four centrally 
located properties now under consideration 
will be decided upon.

He Makes a Strong Appeal in Behalf of 
the Northwestern University at Evanston 
—Why the Church Should Lend Its As- 
sistance to the Institution—Bishop Fitz- 
gerald Charges Candidates—Dr. Hilton’s 
Case More Complicated—Changes Made 
in the Book of Common Prayer. 


Sreriine, IL, Oct. 8—Two interesting 
events marked the proceedings of today’s ses- 
sion of the Rock River conference—the ad- 
dress of President Rogers of the Northwest- 
ern University of Evanston and the common- 
sponse taik of Bishop Fitzgerald to the “ candi- 
dates for orders.’’ President Rogers came to 
Sterling yesterday to present to the confer- 
ence the claims which the university has upon 
it. The address contained among other things 
sOme ¢reditable references to Chicago. It is 


substantially as follows: 

The university is the largest and the richest 
educational institution which Methodists possess 
anywhere in the worid. Its property, including 
that of the theological school, amounts to over 
$4,000,000. The number of students enrolled this 
year will be about 2,400. The university consists 
of the following degree-conferring institutions: 
A college of liberal arts, a medical school for men 
and a separate one for women, a law school, a 
dental school, and a school ef pharmacy and 
schools of theology. The number of 
students in the college of liberal arts has 
doubled in three years. We shall enroll in 
that department 500 students this year. The 
courses of study in that department have been in- 
creased more than 100 per cent in two years. The 

aculty bas been materially strengthened, the 

w school has been reorganized, and a new fac- 
nity appointed, and is in a condition where it 
need not fear comparison with any similar insti- 
tution in the United States. The medical schooi 
is in-excellent condition, and has lengthened its 
course to four years, being one of four Of the al- 
lopathic schools of medicine to establish a four- 
year course, With no intention of antagonizing 
the interests of any of the educational institu- 
tions of Methodism, there are'special reasons why 
the Methodism of the Rock River contespape and 
of the whole Northwest should rally around North- 
western University ard give it the money it 
needed to do Hs work. ‘The university has always 
been in the lead, and I believe that the Methodism 
of the Northwest will see that it continues there. 
The fact that the university is in this prosperous 
condition furnishes the reason why I am present 
to make an appeal to the conference; for while 
the university has more money than apy similar 
institution in Methodism, it is relatively poor. As 
compared with the representative institutions of 
Presbyterianism, Congregationalism, Episcopal- 
janism, and Unitarianism it does not have half 
the amount of money needed to doits work. it 
is a modest estimate to say that 1t needs for im- 
mediate use $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 more. The 
Methodist Church should never rest content until 
it had built up as great a university as that pos- 
sessed by any other church. The place to build 
such a university is not on the Atlantic seacoast, 

or on the Pacitic. It ought tobe placed near 

. the center of population, and should be connected 
with what is to become the greatest city on the 
American continent. When the richest man in 
the tist Church was looking fora place in 
which to plant what is to become the representa- 
tive institution of the Baptist Church he did not 
ate itin New York nor Washington but in 
Chicago, and there should be the great university 
of Methodism. 

At the close of the conference session this

PRAYER BOOK CHANGES MADE, 


Action of the Episcopalian Deputies Upon 
the Question of Kevision. 

Battmore, Md., Oct. 8.—In the House of 
Deputies of the Protestant Episcopalian con- 
vention today West Virginia was divided into 
two dioceses. The following changes in the 
Book of Common Prayer were then adopted, 
subject to the approval of the House of 
Bishops: 

Resolution XV.—That the Gloria Patri be print- 
ed at the end of the anthems appoiuted to be used 
Easter day instead of the Venite. 

Resolution X V11.—That in the place of the Ru- 
bric after the Gospel for the Sunday next before 
Advent there be substituted: “If there be more 
than twenty-five Sundays after Trinity the service 
of some of those Sundays omittea after the 
Epiphany shall be taken to supply as many as 
are bere wanting. And if there fewer than 
twenty-five Suodays the overplus shall be omit- 


Resolution XVIII.—That in the order for the 
administration of the Lord’s Supper, in place of 
the Rubric immediately before the Decalogue 
adopted in 1886 the following be inserted: “The 
Decalogue may be omitted provided it is said 
once in euch Sunday. But that whenever it is 
omitted the minister shall say the summary of 
the law beginning, ‘Hear what our Lord Jesus 
Christ saith.’ ’’ 

Resolution XIX.—That in the order for the ad- 
ministration of the Lord's 
mary of the law the following be inserted: 
‘** Here, if the Decalogue hath been omitted, shall 
be said: “Lord have mercy on us; Christ have 
mercy on us; Lord have mercy on us.’ ”’ 

Resolution XX. -That in the order for the admin- 
istration of the Lord’s Supper, immediately before 
the words, ‘* Let your light so shine,”’ in the offer- 
tory sentences, there be inserted for the first 
offertory sentence: ‘* Remember the words of the 
Lord Jesus, how he said: ‘It is more blessed to 
give than to receive.’ ”’ 

Resolution XXI.—That in the order for the ad- 
ministration of the Lord's Supper, in the prayer 
of consecration, instead of the words, “He may 
dweil in them, and they in him,” there be substi- 
tuted, * He may dwell in us, and we in him.”’ 

Resolution XXI[I.—That the second Rubric after 
the prayer of consecration, in the order for the 
administration of the Lord’s apes. be amended 
to read as follows: ‘Then shail the priest first 
receive the holy communion iu both kinds him- 
self and proceed to deliver the same to the Bish- 
ops. priests, and deacons in like manner (if any 
be present), and after that to the people also in 
order, into their hands, all devoutly kneeling. 
And sufficient opportunity shall be given to those 
present to communicate, And when he delivereth 
the bread he shall say.”’ 


WONDERFUL BUILDING IN CHICAGO, 


The Total Is $13,000,000 More So Far This 
Year than Last. 

It is but natural that the third quarter of 
the year preceding such an important event 
as the World’s Fair should show great activity 
in the building of all kinds of structures, es- 
pecially of dwellings. Accordingly the quarter 
just past 1s the greatest in the line of building 
of any that hasever been recorded, and will 
probably prove the greatest for several years 
to come. This. has a familiar sound, 
however, and heretofore it has been mius- 
leading. Only the, passage of time will 
tell what building in Ghicedo for the next two 
or three years will be. The total for the third 
quarter of the year shows 3,740 buildings cuv- 
ering a@ frontage of 99,932 feet at atotal cost 
of $20 765,305, Lente 406 buildings, 24,894 feet, 
and $7,946,205 in cost inexcess of the cor- 
responding period last year. The figures for 
the three quarters of the year show an almost 
equally handsome increase in the totals. Dur- 
ing the three quarters of last year there were 
9,302 buildings erected with a frontage of 
224,215 feet at a total cost of $35,695,800, while 
this year there were 9,456 structures erected 
with a total frontage of 256,834 feet ata cost 


of $48,605,820, ing a gain of 15 
in the number of ‘buildings, 32,619 feet 
in the frontage and $12,910,020 in the 


cost. The remarkable increase in building in 
Hyde Park has been referred to before, bu‘ in 
this locality it would be unsafe to add the 
usual 25 per cent on account of the low cost 
given when the permit is secured, as it has re- 
cently been the rule to overstate the cost of 
buildings in almost every instance when a 
loan is made. This applies with equal force 
to all the outlying sections. est Divi- 
sion, including Cicero and Jefferson, are do- 
better than ever, but the buildings as a 
rule are ofainuch cheaper class than any 
other section of the city. The North Division, 
being to a very great.extent built up, is not 
making any important strides, and the same 
can be said of Lake View.

SUE FOR RECOGNITION 


OOLLEGE OFFICIALS. AFTER THE 
STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


They File a Petition for Mandamus to 
Compel Authdrities to Accept a Home- 
opathic Institution as’ Legally Or- 
ganized—Want Certificates Issued—The 
Board's Action Claimed to Be Contrary 
to Law—Murry Nelson & Co. Must Dis- 
miss Their Board of Trade Suits. 


A petition for mandamus was filed in the 
Cireuit Court yesterday by the National 
Homeopathic Medical College, Chrisvian P. 
Horn, Hetty Preston Pratt, and Anna Louise 
Buttner, to compel the State Board of Health 
of Illinois to officially recognize the Homeo- 
pathic College as a legally organized institu- 
tion, and to issue certificates to Horn, Pratt, 
and Mra. Buttnér, authorizing them to prac- 
tice wnedicine in this State. 

The petition first sets forth that the Homeo- 
, pathic College is uncorporated under the laws 
of the State, and that it has a corps of able 
professors, teachers, lecturers, etc. The _peti- 
tioners, Horn, Pratt, and Buttner, have at- 
tended the college for several years, and are 
entitled, it is said, to a license from the State. 
But the State Board last July passed rules 
which do not recoynize the National Homeo- 
pathic Medical College as being in good 
standing, and therefore declined to issue the 
certificates. | 

It ‘is claimed that the rules are contrary to 
law, as being against public policy. lf the 
State Board is allowed to enforce the new 
rules it will prevent competition and also the 
establishment of any medical colleges in the 
State similar to the petitioner. 


Must Dismiss the Suits. 

Judge Scales yesterday fined conditionally the 
firm of Murry Nelson & Co..$100 for contempt of 
court. He also ordered confinement in the Coun- 
ty Jail provided the firm did not comply with an 
order of court issued July 5 and made permanent 
vesterday. The order in question directed Murry 
Nelson & Co. to dismiss attachment suits against 
certain members of the Board of Trade, who 
owed money to Coster & Martin at the time of the 
latter’s failure. The time specified in the order 
expired yesterday and it was shown that Murry 
Nelson & Co. had failed to comply with it.

TUGMEN GO BACK TO SOFT COAL. 
7“_—_—_e—o 
They Violate Their Agreement with the 
City—More Suits to Follow. 


The river was again inspected yesterday by 


officials of the Smoke Prevention Society. 
The evidence they have brought in indicates. 


clearly that the contract to burn smokeless 
fuel, made by the tugmen with the city, is 


‘being ignored by thé majority of the signers. 


So says Secretary Phelps, and he adds 
that the society is prepared to meet 
the situation and will open a legal war against 
the tugmen which will surpass in persistence 
and energy any other attempt made to com- 
pel them to abate the nuisance they creete. 

** The signers of the contract agreed to use 
hard coal or coke on their boats within two 
weeks after the paper was signed,” said Mr. 
Phelps. “ Further, they were to continue its 
use for -the- remainder of the year. They 
signed the contract publicly and knowingly. 
The Dunham Towing company has lived up 
to it. The Vessel-Owners’ Tug company, the 
Chicago Towing company, and the Independ- 
ent Tug line have not done so, and we will 
prove it in court,” 

Monday morning, the Secretary said, con- 
stables will visit the river front with execu- 
tions for the dollettion of fines which have 
been imposed upon the offenders. - 

“ We Cove got fines unsatisfied,”’ he con- 
tinued, ** and the officers will be instructed to 
see that they are satisfied even if stringent 
measures have to be taken. Asto the future, 
the society will pursue the course of suing the 
owners of smoking tugs every day. Day after 
day we will file actions against any and every 
boat caught breaking the ordinance. We 
shall be fully prepa to prove every: offense 
and shall do all we can to have a fine of $50 
imposed for each one, Inspectors will be on 
the river front constantly. It-may be that 
if boat owners find out that it will cost them 
$50 a day for each of their tugs which smokes 
they will make some effort to reform. We 
shall keep up the fight, until they do.”’ 

The ‘salts’ wholoiter about the docks 
gussiped yesterday about the city’s contract 
and said it was a dead letter with the major- 
ity. Some of them wondered how long the 
users of hard coal would stick to it. Capt. 
Dunham intimates that he will not do so long 
unless the other lines adopt it. 

‘*Hard coal is being burned on my boats,” 
said he. ‘“‘It has -inereased my expense ac- 
count $100 a day, and placed me at a 
disadvantage. I shail continue to burn it for 
a few days longer, afd my future 
course then will depend upon the situation.”’ 

It was said that hard coal! meant an increase 
in towing charges of at least 10 per cent. 
Competition among the lines would make it 
difficult to enforge such an ordinance, and 
this was one of the reasons why the tugmen 
didn’t want to adopt it. 

‘*‘None of them wants'to be first,’’ said a 
river man. ‘‘As for suits against them, no 
doubt many will be brought if the boats 


smoke. No fine has been collected against 
a tug yet, though many. have been 
im posed. Personally I believe that 


if hard coal were used by the influential lines 


.for a while, by next suinmer all the boats 


would come to it and wonder why they didn’t 
adopt it before.”’ 

The most prominent of the down-town 
smokers—the Edison twin stacks—are in a 
fair way to be cured. Contracts have been 
made by the company with the Hawley 
Furnace - company, calling for the 
equipment of the entire battery with 
Hawley down-draught furnaces. There will be 
nine of these in all and the work is to be fin- 
ished by Jan. 1. A representative of the Edi- 
son company said yesterday that the work 
would be hurried. His company was anxious 
to have the improvement at the earliest mo- 
meat, because of the savingin fuel which it 
would produce. de 

Secretary Phelps of the Smoke Prevertthon 
society had a long conference with F. S. Gor- 
ton of the Edison company, in which the so- 
ciety’s requestto the Edison company to use 
hard coal or a smokeless fuel, pending the 
completion of the changes in the plant, was 
discussed. The Secretary said afterwards that 
he had decided to refer this matter to the 
directors of the society and let them decide 
upon the course to be pursued.

Everybody is familiar with the decline in 
the real estate transactions from tiie phe- 
romenal totals of the year 1890, but the fact 
should not escape notice that the aggregate 
saics for the third quarter of this year are 
larger than for the third quarter of 1891, and 
that the increase is entirely in city property, 
the trade in outside holdings having decreased 
about $1,600,000. The aggregate for the three 
quarters is sinallerthis year than last year, but 
here, too, the decrease is entirely in property 
outside of the city limits. This contirms 
what the real estate people have been saying 
all along, that the great shrinkage is in vacant 
property. While the trade in real estate may 
fairly be considered as duil measured by the 
tests of recent years, it nust be borne in mind 
that ‘the aggregate recorded transactions for 
nine months of 1892 are $2,000,000 in excess of 
those of the whole year 1889. The figures in 
the above table do not establish the presuimp- 
tion that the market is still on the down grade, 
for the total for the third quarter of this year 
is substantially the same as for the first 
quarter. If the trade continues through the 
year on the same scale as during the nine 
months which have just expired the aggregate 
of transactions will be slightly over $181,- 
000,000, or about the same as in 1891, against 
$227,500,000 in 1890 and $133,400,000 in 1889, 
The only specially notable perioa during the 
last quarter was the second week in July, 
when the aggregate recorded transfers were 
over $9,800,000. They included the convey- 
ance of the properties which went into the 
International Packing and Provision com- 
papy and several large formal transfers of 
lands belonging to the North Shore Land 
Syndicate.— Economist. 3

UNFIT FOR GOVERNOR. 


‘WHAT THE OHIOAGO. “ HERALD . 


. BAYS AGAINST ALTGELD, 


His Treachery to Palmer and Bransfield 
Recited—His Inatigation ef a German 
Know-Nothing Movement in the City— 
Declared to Be No Democrat, but a 
Socialist—Evidence of His Unworthiness 
—His Scandalous Suit to Cheat the 
Municipality—Unknown to the People.

the Democratic candidate for Governor, In 
presenting these objections the Herald, hav- 
ing no candidate ot its own for Governor, has 
been actuated solely by a desire for Demo- 
cratic success in November. 

_ Believing that success would be impossible 
with Judge Altgeld at the , head of the ticket 
the Herald has not hesitated to.give ite rea- 
sons for such belief. ‘The objections to Judge 
Altgeld’s eandidacy which, in the opinion of 
the Heraid, would be fatal to his chances of 
election are as follows: 1, His connection 
with a scandalous condemnation suit as re- 
vealed in the records of the courts. 2, The 
absence of evidence showing that he is a Dem- 
ocrat, and. the presence of testimyuny which his 
enemies will cite to prove that he is a Social- 
ist. 3. His instigation of a German know- 
nothing moveinent in Chicago, which defeated 
Bransfiela Democratic nominee for “~— 
Clerk, in 1889. 4, His treachery to John M. 
Palmer in the Senatorial campaign of 1891. 
5. The fact that he is almost entirely unknown 
to the voters of the State. . 

The evidence of his unfitness for the ‘high 
office of Governor, which is furnished by the 
records of the courts of Cook County, is im- 
possible of contradiction or satisfactory ex- 
planation, Judge Altgeld recovered a heavy 
judgment against the city for alleged damage 
done to certain property by the building of 
the Jackson street bridge, The fact was. made 
apparent that he acquired possession of the 
property nearly six months after the con- 
struction of the bridge was begun. During 
the trial he, although at the time a Judge of 
the Superior Court, appeared in the Circuit 
Court as his own attorney, and so conducted 
himself that he was fined $100 for contempt 
of court, 

Why Call Him a Democrat? 

While Judge Altgeld presumably claims to 
be a Democrat there is nothing ih his history 
or his public utterances which can : be quoted 
in support of such a claim. He has written 
and circulated several pamrhlets in which he 
discusses, after a fashion, certain social ques- 
tions, and these books have gained for him 
the favor of Socialists and the admiration of 
men who boast of their sympathy with an- 
archy and the Anarchists, His candidacy for 
4 place on the bench of the Superior Court, 
which resulted in his election, was indorsed 
by the Socialists of this city. It hag been 
urged that he is popylar among the Germans, 
but he was beaten for Congress in 1884 ina 
strong German district by a Republican who 
was himself afterward defeated by a Demo- 
crat. hs 
The charge that he was largely responsible 
for the defeat of Bransfield in 1889 cannot be 
successfully denied. He was, at the head of 
the movement which put into the field’ in the 
municipal campaign what was known as the 
‘*anti-machine’”’ ticket. He caused these 
tickets to be printed and sent by mail to 
every voter in the city. Though they differed 
in different wards, sometimes bearing the 
names of two and egain of three Democrats, 
the name of Bransfield was ore of them, and 
he was the only Democrat defeated. Sugg, 
the Democratic nominee for City Attorney, 
was barely elected, his name appearing on the 
‘*anti-machine” ticket in a few wards only. 
Hence there can be no doubt that Bransfield, 
the sole representative on the ticket of the 
Irish-Americans, became the victim of Alt- 
geld’s treachery. The Irish Democrats of 
Chicago cannot forget this. 

Conduct Hard to Explain. 

Nor can the conduct of Judge Altgeld, when 
he appeared in person and by proxies at 
Springfield in 1891, be denied, explained, or 
forgotten. In spite of the fact that John M. 
Palmer was the unanimous choice of the IIli- 
nois Democrats and of their - representatives 
in the Legislature for United States Senator, 
John Altgeld endeavored, by secret and sinis- 
ter methods, to defeat. the expressed will of 
the party and to secure the Senatorship for 
himself. He participated covertly in the 
plots of Palmer’s enemies, though openly 
professing to be his friend and desiroug of his 
election. His course in that tampaign proved 
him entirely unworthy to hold the office of 
Governor. 

The fact that he is unknown to the'people 
of the State will greatly handicap him in his 
race for Governor, if he shall be nominated. 
There is no reason, as far as the Herajd is in- 
formed, for the setting azide of such brave 
and worth party leaders as Black, Stevenson 
and Hunter, ahd the promotion of an untrie 
and obscure man to the leadership of ‘a great 
party. 

Because of these objections, which cannot 
be refuted or counterbalanced, the Herald is 
opposed to Judge Alvgeld’s ‘nomination. If, 
in epite of them, he is nominated, the con- 
vention, acting for the masses of the party, 
assuine all responsibjlity for 


will, of course, | 
the consequences of its action. 


CHARGED WITH MALFEASANCE IN OFFICE 


Calvin Chase, a Negro Politician of 'Wash- 
ington, Accused of Taking Bribes. 
Wasuineton, VD. C., Oct, 8.—Charges of 
malfeasance in office have been filed with the 
District Com missioners against Calvin Chase, 
a well-known negro politician and food in- 
spector for the District. of Columbia, Chase 
unsuccessfully contested: Perry Carsan’s title 
to a seat in two national conventions. James 
S. S. Myers, a negro whom Chase had ap- 
inted janitor of a negro school, charges that 
™ gave Chase $110 to secure him the appoint- 
ment. Myers was alleged to have said beer 
in his school building during the recent Grand 
Army encampment, He sent in his resig- 
nation. The resignation was  accept- 
ed and Myers lost his job. He now charges 
that Chase induced him tv write out the res- 
ignation and then asked him for $50 to secure 
the influence of ex-Senetor Bruce to have it 
rejected. Myers refused to advance $50 . to 
pay Chase. -It is also charged that Chase is 
receiving pay from a femaile.teacher im one of 
the schools whom he caused to be appointed 
aud retained, though she was ineligible under 
the rules. Chase denies the trutn of the 
charges. 
The Controller of the Currency hasdeclared 
a fourth dividend of 25 per cent in favor of 
creditors of the State National Bank pf Well- 
ington, Kas., making in all 100 per cent on 
claims proved, amounting to $56,672. 
Secretary of State Foster has been Officially 
notified by Mr. Grip, the Swedish Minister 
that the United States had just been decla 
free from cholera by the Swedish authorities.

The wretched man who will not marry Ju- 
dith Trachtenberg ruins not “only her life but 
hisown. He is not one of those cold-blooded 
villains who deliberately entrap girls they will 
not marry and who tire of them. 

He 
simply could not bring himself to give his 
ancestral name toa Jew, noftoallow a half- 
Jewish child to become his heir, that is to say, 
He spends all his fortune 
in keeping up extravagant establishments in 
foreign countries, bemg ashamed to own his 
wife, or to make her so, rather.

THE PLAY “ IMAGINATION SEEMS 
OUT OF PLAGE AT HOOLEY’S. 


In “The Parlor Home of Comedy” Some- 
thing More Refined than Sydney Rosen- 
feld’s New Production Is Looked For— 
“Alabama's” Players Not as Good as 
Their Predecessors—“ Gloriana” the 
Play for the Opening of the Schiller— 
Buffalo Bill to Retire After the Fair. 


Chicago playgoers have a tenderer feeling 
for Hooley’s than for any other house in the 
city. They are jealous of its good name and 
its record for comedies of a high order, and 
they establish a sort of protectorate over its 
affairs.. Other theaters may make mistakes 
occasionally in selecting attractions,.and no 
' gurprise is expressed. But when the company 
at Hooley’s proves in any way. a. disap- 
pointment the play-going public holds 
up its hands in shocked — dismay. 
This is compiimentary to “the parlor home 
of comedy,”’ but it ia also noticed that more 
is expected of her than of her giddier sisters, 
and that flirtations such as she indulged in 
-with Sydney Rosenfeid are unbecoming. 

The newspapers were unanimous in con- 
demning “ Imagination,’”’ and they were in 
the same breath right and wrong. They said 
that it was a piece which it was improper to 
offer on Hooley’s stage, and at the same 
time they conveyed the impression that 
it was an outrage on public. morals. 
Sensation-seekers hastened to the theater and 
were disappointed on finding the new comedy 
much more tame than they had: been led to 
expect. Thus, one desirable element of 
Hooley’s patrons was frightened away; and a 
less desirable element was disgruntled. 


* * 

‘The newspaper writers were, nevertheless, 
right in their comments on “ Imagination,” 
and the cozy Randolph street theater must 
blame itself, because it has made so high 
a standard that the public insists 
on the upholding of that ideal. 
Hooley’s has becomne to Chicago hike the Ly- 
ceum and Daly’s of New York rolled into one; 
more than that, like six of the best Eastern 
comedy houses in their combined essence. 
When, therefore, Hooley’s Theater advertises 
“Donnelly and Girard” its regular patrons 
gasp in astonishment, and when a risky play 
hke “ Imagination”’ 1s put on the boards the 
offense partakes of the nature of a sacrilege. — 

‘Imagination’? did not excite severe criti- 
cism when done at the Fourteenth Street in 
New York, and neither would it at one of the 
lesser Chicago theaters. But it is shriveling 
up .in its present uncongenial atmosphere. 
If Mr. Rosenfeld were writing for a French 
audience he would be certain that his 
iines would not fall on’ young 
ears ; he has no_- such assurance 
either in this country or in England. 

To write a work like ‘“‘ Imagination”’ and to 
bring it out at a theater like Hooley’s, which 
enjoys the confidence of the community, is 
either a rash and thoughtless act or one that 
1s almost. criminal, Mr. W. S. Gilbert said io 
a speech a few years ago that in his 
comedies and librettos he had written 
no. lines which might cause Confusion 
to any young woman mm his audience. 
As long as that young woman remains an in- 
stitution in the theatricals of the English- 
speaking race she must be respected by writers 
of the Rosenfeld class, ‘* Imagination ” of- 
fends her in that it gives to every situation a 
meaning intensely disagreeable and even un- 
speakable in a mixed assem blage.

SOME OF MRS. LANGTRY’S GOWNS, 


Sensational Costumes Worn by the Lily, 
“The Queen of Manoa,” 

A recent number of the London Players 

thus describes Mrs. Langtry’s gowns in ‘“‘ The 


Queen of Manoa ’”’: 

In the first act she wears a rich, golden-hued 
silk, embroidered with bullion and spangles, and 
made to open in front over a deep yellow satin 
petticoat, thickly bordered round the hem with 
goid bullion fringe. With this dress the Lily 
wears seventy thousand pounds’ worth of dia- 
monds, the necklet, of picked and matchless 
stones, being alone worth thirty thousand. She 
also wears the tiara in which she has been so 
much photographed. In the second act, which 
takes place up the _ river, rs. Langtry 
wears a white de laine with a large 
conventional pattern vf violets, made very 
simply indeed; a large white chip hat trimmed 
with white lace and violets, white gloves, and a 
white parasol complete the costume;. but others 
of the company who appear in this act, and who 
are supposed to land froma launch, are attired 
in the most nondescript fashion. In the third act 
she is very simply dressed in an evening gown of 
deep rose pink satin, cut en princesse, with a 
large piece of white embroidered material taxen 
round the back and under the arms and 
tied in front in a large- bow on the top 
of the corsage. But the gown in the 
last act is the one that 1 tremble to describe, for 
fear that J shall be accused of drawing the long 
bow by those who who have not been to see for 
themselves. The back of it is that of a perfectly 
plain white evening dress made with a long train, 
looking quite innocent and quiet, and not at ail 
as if it meant taking a rise out of you; but the

SHORT TALK TO WORKINGMEN, 


Remarks of the “Sun” in 1888 on the 
Real Issue of 1892. 

New York Sun (Dem.), May 27, 1888: One 
duty of government is to protect the labor of 
its citizens. Last year cheap foreign labor 
was imported into the United States in the 
shape of manufactured goods to the value of 
$692,319,768. This was a great wrong to 
American labor. In that immense anount of 
imports, permitted by our insufficient and de- 
fective tariff, the labor of women employed in 
the Manchester, England, cotton mills, whose 
wages do not average $60 a year, came into 
competition with the higher priced labor of 
our Southern and Northern cotton spinners. 
In that mass of imports was the labor of Ger- 
man factory workinen averaging less than 
$115 a year, and that of women averaging less 
than $50 a year. 

Munich is a gallery and center of art. Ger- 
man women with as many as six children saw 
wood in its streets for 15 cents aday. Maya 
merciful God sink the United States ten thou- 
sand feet under the sea before the hideous 
spectacle shall become. an incident of our civ- 
ilization ! 

Nearly $700,000,000 worth of the starvation 

labor of Europe in the form of manufactured 
goods imported into this country last year! 
That which came from Belgium in bales and 
boxes represented the wages of 22 cents a 
day for women and 43 cents for men; and the 
highest priced iabor in loose cargoes of Bel- 
gian steel and iron represented wages less 
than eighty cents a day. Compared with 
these the wages cf Carnegie’s men at Brad- 
dock are the incomes of princes. 
_ Italian labor in Italian merchandise was 
imported into this country last year in com- 
petition with American labor at prices that 
should fill sensitive souls with horror and 
alarm the thoughtful for the future of the hu. 
man race. The pay in the cotton factories of 
Naples is 20 cents aday; of the Neapolitan 
marble and granite cutters from 40 to 50 cents 
a day, according to skill; of coachmen, 30 
cents; of women in lace factories, 10 cents, 
and girls, 7 cents; of soldiers in the army, $2 
amonth. Of all the workmen in the giass- 
works of Italy only the skilled blowers 
receive as high as $1 a day, and laborers on 
farms, hoeing or making hay, from 15 to 18 
cents a day, working from suntosun. God 
save America from such wages! 

In the Swiss silk goods which came into 
our half protected country last year in those 
seven hundred millions of imports, was the 
skilled jabor of men at 41 cents a day, and of 
women at 20 cents, both competing with the 
silk weavers of Paterson, New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Cheney. Glasgow. in Scotland. is 
the steamship factory of the world, and its 
blast furnace owners and iron rollers howl for 
free trade day and night. Of the families in 
that manufacturing Sodom, 41,000 out of 
100,000 live in one room, and half of the men 
and women in the city are chrorically out of 
work. That one room, for a family of father 
mother, daughters, and sons tells what wages 
are in Scotland, and how they drag humanity 
down into bestiality and misery.

HISTORY OF MOZART’S LULLABY. 


Some Interesting Facts About the Compo- 
sition Given by Dr. Max Friedlander. 
The latest issue of the Vierteljahrschrift fur 
Musikwissenschaft contains an article by Dr. 
Max Friedlander, in which evidence is brought 
forward to show that Mozart’s lullaby, 


“Schlafe, Mein Prinzchen, Schlaf Ein,” could 


not have been composed by Mozart. The 
poem has been credited at various times to 
Claudius, to Gleim, and to Weisser. It is, 
however, by none of these, but by Grotter, 
and is found original in that author’s drama, 
“Esther.” In the fifth act- of this play 
Ahasuerus lies restless upon his couch, unable 
to sleep. He has just told his astrologer, 
of a vision he has had and 
an explanation of its  im- 
port, when his physician, Hippocrates 
enters. The latter has been commanded 
to supply seae drug that shall bring sleep to 
the Ring, but he confesses his inability to do 
go. Ahasuerus then orders the beautiful slave 
girl, Fatima, brought before him that music 
may perchance lull him tosleep. The maid 
comes, and, accompanying herself on the gui- 
tar, sings the lullaby, ** Schlafe, Meia Prinz- 
chen ! es ruhn Sch&fehen und V6gelchen 
Bun. 
Mozart died in 1791, Gotter’s ‘‘ Esther ”’ 
was first produced in 1795, although written 
in 1789. Previous to 1828 no mention of the 
lullaby is found. Then—thirty-seven years 
after Mozart’s peath—it was published for the 


| firsttime, appearing as a musical appendix 


to the biography of Mozart, written by Niasen, 

second husband of Mozart’s widow. This 
biegraphy was published ‘after Nissen’s death 
by Frau Mozart-Nissen, ana there is evidence 
existent that the copy of the lullaby possessed 
by Nissen and his wife was not in Mozart’s 
handwriting, but. in that of a copyist. 
Neither knew, but both believed the song to 
be Mozart's. Friedlander therefore concludes 
that “ we may accept it as true, that the lul- 
laby belongs to the cuckoo-eggs, that have 
been laid into the Mozart nest.”’ 

The statement of Dr. Friedlander is inter- 
esting, and may account for the authorship 
vf the poem, but it leaves unanswered the 
vastly more important question: ** Who is 
the composer of the lovely melody to which 
the poem issung?’’ The air certainly is es- 
sentially Mozartian, and if the great master 
did not write it, who was he that se skillfully 
imitated him?

The sculptor, Prof. Tilgner of Vienna, has 
recently become the possessor of a picture 
which bears the signature W. M. and the year 
1786,—a violin scroll being between them,— 
and it is confidently believed that it is an 
authentic and acorrect portrait of Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart. The picture (a bust picture 
in profile) 1s lifesize and is done upon parch- 
ment..

Alonzo A. Stagg, Director of Physical Cult- 
ure and Athletics at the Chicago University, 
called a mass-megeting of the students Fri- 
day afternoon in the university chapel, at 
which he explained his ideas about physical 
training and gave an outline of what his de- 
partment would do in that direction. | The 
meeting was largely attended. Mr. Stagg 1s a 
firm believer in the principle’ “a sound mind 
in a sound body,” and thinks that physical 
exercise, in order to give the greatest benefit, 
must be made as attractive as possible. 

With this object in view he has decided. to 
have the prescribed exercise of the students 
take the form of practice with the football. 
That is, the boys will be shown how to throw, 
kick, pass, run with, and generally handle a 
football. In this way Mr. Stagg expects to 
accomplish two objects at ouce, to inspire the 
students with a love for that uoblest of college 
sports, football, and to give them a large 


“amount of healthy, varied, and attractive 


bodily exercise. He will divide the students 
into classes of a dozen or fifteen each for 
practice at different hours in the day. Some 
will exercise more than others, of course, but 
a half-hour three times a week is the pre- 
scribed amount for every able-bodied student 
by the rules. All this will be done in the open 
air for the present, partly because open-air 
exercise is always more desirable, and partly 
because the gymnasium is not yet finished. 
Athletic Prospects Flattering. 

After the meeting Mr. Stagg talked with the 
boys individually, advising them about this 
and that and encouraging those who feel dif- 
fident about entering into athletics. 

To a reporter for Taz Trisunz Mr, Stagg 
said that he had not yet fairly started with his 
work, but from the present outlook he felt 
much encouraged and thought that the ath- 
letic prospects of Chicago’s University were 
flattering. Besides Mr. Stagg there are in the 
physical department of the university Miss 
Alice Bertha Foster, physical instructor for 
the women students; Sahiok E. Raycroft and 
Horace Butterworth, assistant instructors ‘n 
physical culture. 

At present attention will be given merely to 
seeing that the students have proper gym- 
nastic exercise. Later the undergraduates 
will be examined physically at stated periods 
and anthropometric data will be taken and 
ers exercises given in accordance there- 
with, 

Miss Foster met ler pupils in Hall No. 7 of 
the university about the same time as the 
mass-meeting in the chapel. Miss Foster is a 
young woman aud a graduate of Buffalo Col- 
Jege, Buffalo, N. ¥. She proposes to interest 
herself in the daily life and habits of the 
pupils as well as their physical training, be- 
lieving that the-habits of diet, eating, drink- 
ing, and sleeping are equally important in 
their effect on the health of the individual. 
She enters upon her work with a great dea! 
of enthusiasm, but finds that, though willing, 
many of the female students have extremely 
crude ideas of what constitutes proper physica! 
culture. One young woman, after listening 
to Miss Foster’s talk about diet, wanted to 
know if she thought that pie was bad to eat. 


What the Girls Will Do, 


Miss Foster said she would require daily 
one hour of outdoor exercise and a quarter of 
an huur of gymnasium work indoors. Tosome 
this seemed a great deal to expect, but all ob- 
,ections wefe smoothed away when it was ex- 
plained that walking was considered exer- 
cise, and that from those who had to spend 
fifteen minutes walking to and from the col 
lege buildings twice a day nothing more was 
required. The girls will not play football and 
baseball, at least not just yet, but they will 
boat at Jackson Park, and will play tennis 
and bow] and do lots of clever things with the 
dumbbells and pulleys when the gymnasium 
upens. 

Mr. Stagg said yesterday: ‘I don’t expect 
to organize acrack football team that can 
cope with Harvard and Yale this year with 
all the green material I have to work with, 
but there are lots of stout fellows in the 
university, and in a few seasons I think I can 
confidently expect to put an eleven in the field 
that Chicago will be proud of. Baseball will 
come easier than football. Every American 
knows more or less about the national game, 


novel to Western boys and it takes time to 
learn the rules and the principle of the game.”’

At 4:30 p. m. Mr. Stagg donned his foot- 
ball clothes and at the head of his team of 
eleven clayers journeyed to Washington Park 
to play the tirst game of the season with the 
Hyde Park High School team. Game was 
called after a short preliminary practice, and 
in spite of a drizzling rain the play was brisk 
and sharp. Good runs were made by Stagg, 
Dyas, and Knapp for the university, and the 
smaller Hyde Park players showed surprising- 
ly good team-play and pluck in stopping the 
rushes of their heavy opponents. T'wo fifteen 
halves were played. In the first the university 
secured one touch down but failed to kick 
goal. * In the second half Olson, the big right 
guard of the college boys, forced the ball 
over the goal line for the second 
touch down and Stagg kicked 
a goal, making the score 10—0, 
The weight of the university was beginning 
to tellon the Hyde Park team andthe ball 
was almost. forced over a seccnd time by 
Olson, but he lost it and Hyde Park made a 
touch back, bringing the scoreto 12—0. In 
the few minutes that remained Stagg made 
several fine runs, and at last secured another 
touch down just before time was called. This 
made the score 14—0 in favor of the university 
team. 

During the game the students seized on the 
good plays as opportunities to exercise their 
college yell. “

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ELSEWHERE 18 reproduced the leader which 
appeared in the Chicago Herald, Democratic 
organ, of April 26, 1892, just before the Demo- 
cratic State convention, which was bossed by 
Mike McDonald, who forced the nomination 
of Altgeld.

DISAPPOINTED CALAMITY HOWLING 
DEMOCRATS, 

Early this year it was the confident expecta- 
tion of the Democratic leaders that the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1892 would be a walk- 
over for them; that all that was necessary to 
make it a substantial repetition of the contest 
of 1890 was to use the same weapon which 
had been so effectual that year—the Mc- 
Kinley bill. None of its provisions 
went into force until Oct. 6 of 1890, only a 
month before election day, and some did not 


‘go into force till the following March and 


July, so that nothing was known about how 
the measure would work out at the time the 
voters chose the present overwhelmingly Dem- 
ocratic House and gave that party the control 
of thirty States in consequence of their fears 
that it would result oppressively on the coun- 
try. 

The McKinley 'aw put some articlés on the 
free list, among them sugar, the greatest reve- 
nue producer of all the imports. It lowered 
duties on several coinmodities or classes of 
commodities and cut down the tariff on iron 
and steel. But it also raised the duties on 
inany articles. The Democrats assumed that 
as it raised the duties on the mass of im- 
ported manufactures their price would be in- 
creased by a sum equal to the  ad- 
vance in the duties. They assumed also— 
accepting the theory laid down by Mr>Cleve- 
land in his message of 1887—that the Saeae 
all competing domestic goods would be ad- 
vanced by the American manufacturers to the 
full increase of the tariff. But in this they 
are disappointed. 

The second proposition of the Democrats 
was that the extra amount asked for the for- 
eign and home-made goods would largely di- 
minish their consumption, and that the peo- 
ple having no more inouey to spend than 
before necessarily would have to buy less 
goods. In this also they have been disap- 
pointed, _ 

Their third proposition was that this 
decreased. consunmiption would lead 
at once to diminished production; 
that many factories would have to run but 
halftime; that tens of thousands of men 
would thereby be thrown out of work, and on 
the labor market, overcrowding it, and in seek- 
ing new jobs would force down wages every- 
where. The Democratic summary of the Me- 
Kinley law was that it would result im dearer 
goods and lower wages and less work. 

Passing from private individuals to the gov- 
ernment they prophesied that importations 
would be so greatly diminished and the rev- 
enues lessened so much that it would be nec- 
essary to impose an income or some other 
new tax to inake good the vast shortage. 

Many Republicans feared that some of these 
predictions, especially as regarded higher 
prices of goods, would be realized. Such was 
the expectation of nearly all the inerchants, who 
began marking up their goods even before the 
bill had passed and afterwards had to mark 
them down, When the people saw these 
things happening in the “ green wood ” they 
were ready to believe any. statements as to 
what would occur in the dry. Hence, in 
November, 1890, fully a millidn and a half 
Republicans failed to vote the party ticket. 
Most of them remained at home, many voted 
for Democratic candidates, ‘and their party 
was overwhelmingly defeated. 

Time went on, ana the Democratic leaders 
believing, without examination, that the new 
tariff law had done what. they had predict- 
ed it was going to do, abused it in Congress 
last winter and spring, and laterin this year 
abused it on the stump, as if they had the

articles which form ‘an infinitesimal part of 
the consumption of the people, and which are 
not made in this country. They saw that iron 
and stéel and great staples like cotton and 
woolen and leather goods had cheapened 
in price; that the merchants were  pur- 
chasing increased quantities of goods 
and the farmers seemed prosperous, 
and ali classes appeared to be doing 
well. Then the statisticians began to speak 
authoritatively. - They said that in New 
York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, In- 
diana, Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, and other 
great manufacturing States there had 
been an increase in the output of the 
factories and mines during 1891 over 1890 or 
1889, and that there had been an advance in 
wages in many of those industries in the last 
twelve months which the Democrats had de- 
clared were doomed to ruin, It appeared that 
the deposits in the savings banks and other 
banks had increased. It appeared also that 
the Federal Treasury was not bankrupt, and 
that dutiable goods enough were imported to 
yield all the revenue requirements the govern- 
ment needed. : 

The Democratic orators were stunned by 
these facts and they found themselves forced 
to abandon a “* plan of campaign” which they 
had fancied would win them a -‘sweeping 
victory in November. . That 1s why they have 
dropped the McKinley law and why several 
hundred orators, who had but one speech— 
setting forth the “ruin ’”’ it had brought upon 
the country—have been forced to haul off. 
They are left with nothing but the dead force 
bill and are left almust speechless by the -dis- 
covery that the state of affairs is much better 
than it was two years ago. So the Democrats 
are left with no issues but free trade and wild- 
cat notes. Neither of these is. adapted for 
profitable use in all sections of the country. 
Neither is it safe in the manufacturing or com- 
mercial. States to advocate free trade or wild- 
cat money. The Democratic orators have had 
to till up the assignments on the stump with 
advocacy of mild protection and howls at the 
force bill, They all dodge the wifiicats. 

It is easy enough to see why. the new tariff 
law failed to meet the dismal expectations of 
the Democrats and thus left them high and 
dry in the middle of a campaign without 
an issue they can work. The moment 
the law went into force American capi- 
tal began to be invested in new manufactur- 
ing plants and enlarging of oid ones, thus in- 
creasing the goods which had -been made 
previously in smaller quantities, owing to the 
sharpness of foreign competition. ‘the mo- 
ment it became apparent that it was safe to 
invest new capital in those industries, and 
that it could not be wiped out by a sudden 
lowering of foreign prices for that purpose by 
European manufacturers, new capital found 
its way into them. | 

Then sharp competition between the Amer- 
can manufacturers began. As the foreigners 
could not smash them down they purchased 
improved machinery; they constructed better 
shops and mills; they bought raw materials 
on a larger scale, and hence more economic- 
ally, and they ran their plants to their fuli ca- 
pacity. These betterments enabled them to 
produce more cheaply, and the competition of 
domestic rivals forced them to give the con- 
sumers the benefit of the reduced cost of pro- 
duction. Hence prices of goods have been 
reduced and consumption has increased and 
wages have risen and there is more employ- 
ment. 

And, furthermore, foreign manufacturers 
have been obliged to “‘shade”’ their former 
prices about equal to the increase of the 
duties in order to retain the American market 
ora part of it. Thus they ure in practice 
actually paying the rise in our tariff rather 
than abandon the American market for their 
surplus goods. 

The protective principle has vindicated: it- 
seif under’this as under other tariff laws. And 
as the Democrats have to deal now with -the 
hard facts instead of with wild theories as 
two years ago, they will meet «next month 
with a defeat like that of 1888, and not a 
victory like that of 1890. 
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CREMATION OF GARBAGE. 

The city authorities of Boston are reported 
to be considering several propositions for 
cremating the garbage that.is collected there 
daily.. One company offers, if land be pro- 
vided, to erect and operate at its own expense 
-a@ satisfactory crematory, provided the city 
will agree to pay during: the next fifteen 
years a fixed sum for ali the garbage 
there disposed of.” The same company 
offers to erect a suitable 
it outright to the city for a lump sum, then to 
hire the plant at a certain fixed rental for fif- 
teen years and treat all the material which the 
city may deliver. At the price named the 
sum obtained by the city in the fifteen years 
would about, equal half the original cost. The 
process that would be adopted in this case is 
said to be in successful operation at Provi- 
It is the treating of the garbage 
with naphtha, turning the product into 
a grease and into dried fertilizers. “Another 
party has offered to erect a’ plant guar- 
anteed capable of treating 170 tons per day, 
and three central ones in the suburbs, each 
with a daily capacity of twenty tons. The 
Boston people are in. earnest and probably 
will accept one of these propositions, though 
they are réveiving about $33,000 a year from 
the sale of garbage, and that ‘amount would 


be lost in addition to ‘the cost of the work 


undertaken. 

Evidently there are people willing and even 
anxious to enter into contracts with cities for 
the disposal of the garbage by cremation.. So 
it is fair to infer that.if the municipal authori- 
ties here are unable to find men to contract 
for the work it is because there is something 
fauity in the proposition, for which reason 
contractors do'not look kindly upon it. The 
fact that a contractor is anxious to take hold 
by no means proves it would be wise to take 
him at his word. But'there is such a thing 
as stating’ & case in terms so unfortunate as to 
drive off people who would otherwise come in 
with a fair and square proposal for doing of 
the work wished to be done, and it looks as if 
“that is what is the matter with Chic “ago.”’ 
The Common Council has ordered that the 

garbage shall be cremated, and the money 
supposed to be necessary to pay for the work 
in its initial stages is placed to the credit ot 
the Health Department. It lies there unused 
and with no. prospect of beirg used, unless 
with some modification of the terms named 
by the city. So it should be in order to ask 
its representatives to look over the ground 
again, with the wish to find out in what oe 
they are at fault and the intent to rectify i

] stash the ccs eee may be car- 
ried out. Otherwise there is danger that the 
work will not be undertaken at all, the gar- 
bage keep on being piled up around the city in 
ever-accumulating heaps and ever-increasing 
noisomeness of stench to vex the. nostrils of 
the citizens and imperil their lives by the con- 
tagion breeding material that is daily dumped 
near their homes in defiance of all regard for 
their rights as citizens.

CONFLAGRATION ANNIVERSARY. 

Twenty-one years ago this morning Chicago 
was swathed in fire, ‘Its heart was burning, 
and out from that central portion the flames 
were sweeping far to the north, the total area 
over which the fire fiend held undisputed sway 
being not far from two and a half miles long 
and half a mile wide. The conflagration 
broke out on the evening of Sunday, but it 
was during the morning and day of Mon- 
day, the 9th of October, that the great 
havoc was wrought, the fire not  hav- 
ing crossed the South Branch of the 
river from its starting place on the \est 
Side till after midnight. It needs not to 
dwell upon the terrible scenes that were com- 
pressed into those few hours, The people who 
passed through them can remember far more 
vividly than pen can describe the fearful ex- 
periences, and if a recital of the real facts 
could be achieved at this distant dey it would 
hardly be credited, as a whole, by the 
reader who had not. been witness to 
or participant in the horrors of that 
fearful epoch. And it was an epoch 
in the history of Chicago. Not merely a 
great and world-wide reported event of itself, 
but a dividmg line between the old and the 
new. The fire wiped out nearly two hundred 
million dollars’ worth of property, real and 
personal, and not a little of the written mate- 
rial which may be called‘ recorded recollection 
of the primitive city. It aiso acattered the 
people, many thousands of those rendered 
homeless by it leaving the place never to re- 
turn. The catastrophe thus made room for 
what was in large part a fresh population, 
as well as the employment and invest- 
ment of new capital and a development of 
muscular and meutal energy from outside. 
So out of that fearful scene a new Chicago 
was born, which comes of age today and less 
than two weeks thereafter will celebrate the 
four hundredth anniversary of discovering the 
New World. It will do so in the full pride of 
manhood vastly superior to that of the parent 
Chicago that expired in the embrace of the 
fire fiend when the new was born. It will do 
so as the fitting and acknowledged representa- 
tive of the genius and enterprise and wealth 
of the continent which four centuries ago was 
to Europeans a terra incognita, and in com- 
ing of age will be saluted by the nations as its 
rising capital.

HOW TO LOSE YOUR VOTE. 


Every man in the City of Chicago, County - 


of Cook, or State of Lllinois who wishes to 
cast a vote for President next month should 
remember that he throws away his right to do 
so if he moves out of the election precinct in 
which he is now living between today and the 
date of election. 

The Constitufion makes a previous residence 
of thinty days in the election district neces- 
sary, and there is no way of dodging 
that provision, The native-born citizen 
and the man who has become a cit- 
izen 
by it. In the country there is comparatively 
little moving about at any time, but in the 
city. a large percentage of the popula- 
tion is shifting around incessantly, from 
boarding-house to boarding-house, often for 
the mere sake of change. For the next 
month, however, it will not be safe for these 
roamers to indulge their love of variety un- 
less they are prepared to lose their votes. If 
they have so little public spirit as not to care 
who is Presiderit or Governor the sooner and 
the farther away they move the better. 

It is perfectly safe, however, for a man to 
move from one part of the election precinct 
to another prior to the time when his name 
and residence are put on the registry book, 
which may be either the 18th or the 25th of 
October. But When his name and residence 
are entered he should stop his moving about 
till election is over if he wishes to vote, and 
under no circumstances should he, after to- 
day, move himself and his. trunk across the 
precinct boundary line unless he doesn’t care 
whether he disfranchises himself on Presi- 
dential election day or not, 


COOK COUNTY ASSESSMENT CUT DOWN. 

When the State Board of Equalization met 
some persons expressed fear lest it should 
raise enormously the assessment of this 
county. Under different circumstances it 
might have done so. No conscientious scru- 
ples would have deterred it. Buf owing to 
the low assessments throughout the State it 
was unable to raise this county as much as it 
did last year without starving the goverament 
of other cities and counties. Had 
it added 50 or 60 per cent to the val- 
uation of real or personal property here, it 
would have had tolower many other counties 
s0 inuch as to leave them without sufficient 
revenue. Last year the assessment of lands 
was raised in only eighteen outside counties. 
This year it was found necessary to raise if in 
thirty. 

The result is that the equalizéd assessment 
of Cook County is about eighteen million 
dollars less than it was last year. The as- 
sessed valuation of property in the city will be 
almost that much lower, which means that 
the 2 per cent to which the city is limited 
for general purposes will produce less in 
1893 than in 1892. Instead of having more 
revenue when = it will need it most the 
city will have considerably less. Fort- 
unately has. been notified’ of that 
fact in due time. This is equivalent to a cau- 
tion to the City Council, Mayor, and high offi- 
cials to be extra-economical. This does not 
mean that they should not-expend money for 
necessary purposes like garbage’ crematories, 
for such expenditures save mors than they 
cost, but that they should keep down the pay- 
rolls by weeding out the supernumerary tax- 
éaters. That is the place to save money, but 
it nearly breaks the hearts of the Aldermen to 
have their bums and henchmen discharged, 

This shrinkage in the assessment will be a 
sore disappointment to the Cooleyite money- 
squanderers of the Drainage Board, who have 
fancied that their income from taxes would be 
larger for this year than it turns out to be.. 
Their estimate of the resources at their dis- 
posal was based_on a rising, not a falling as- 
sessment. Not only will their work cost mill- 
tons more than they have estimated, but their 
receipts will be less than they fancied. 


DIPSOMANIA IN ENGLISH HIGH SOCIETY. 

The revelations made in the English Church 
Congress by Lady Frederick Cavendish and 
the Duchess of Bedford, two of the most prom- 
inent leaders in London _ sociefy, and com. 
mented upon by the wife of Archbishop Ben- 
gon, Sir William Herschel, and the Dean of 
Rochester in severe terms, as to the drunken- 
ness of women in the higher circles of English 
society, and sent to this country by Associated 
Press cable, are both sad and startling. 

The world has long been accustomed to 
charges of various kinds of immoralities prac- 
ticed by the male members, of the lazy. 
and dissolute aristocracy, but this is the first 
time that such charges have been made. 
against the women of that society. As they 
emanate from recognized social leaders and 
women of rank and title they will be accepted 
as authoritative statements. 

The charges mhade by these accusers are in 
substance that tipplimg has becomea tom- 
mon vice among women of quality and 
that it is carried to dangerous excess. 
Lady Cavendish alleges that these 
women are not only heavy §tipplers 
at night, but in the forenoon, and are even 
exceeding the menin drinking, that young 
and‘ old: women are in the habit of aceom- 
panying the -meniafter dinner to the smoking- 
room and indulging not only in cigars bit in 


‘intoxicants, and that chloral, chlorodyne, and 
‘morphia are taken in secret, thus adding to 


the maladies of modern fashionable life. The 
Duchess of Bedford went to the root of the 
matter when she put. the blame for these dan- 
géerous practices on the atraining of nerve 
power through the supposed exigent demands 
of society, and that the real remedy was ‘' 
avoidance of mischievous forms of exgitement 
combined with total abstinence. ) 

This undoubtedly w the immediate cause of 
the evil, which is not confined to English 
women. The public undoubtedly would be 
shocked if it knew what the doctors know as 


‘to the prevalence of drinking as well as the 


vatious nerve stimulants, like 
chloral and morphia, - as well as 
the still more dangerous poisons 
like arsenic and strychnine in various com- 
binations, among fashionable society women 
in American cities, who live upon excitement

sence of any necessity for work. If the time 
ever shall corre when these conditions obtain 
in this country to the same extent they 
do in England there is little doubt that 
there will be a corresponding prevalence of

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION IN CHICAGO. 

The beneticent influences of a great univer- 
sity, combined with a great reference library, 
already are beginning to be felt in Chicago in 
the institution of societies for university ex- 
tension. The Newberry Library Center, which 
is affiliated with the Chicago society and which 
began its work so successfully here last Feb- 
ruary, has now resumed operation and has an- 
nounced a series of six lectures, which began 
last Friday evening at the New England 
Church, by Prof. Richard G. Moulton, for- 
merly of Cambridge, England, and now of the 
University of Chicago, on Shakspeare’s 
‘* Tempest,” with companion studies in Scott, 
Browning, Dumas, and others, 

The work of the Newberry Library Center 
is only one incident, though by no means an 
unimportant one, in this great work of uni- 
versity extension—in other words, bringing 
some of the advantages ef the university to 
those who have not the means or the time or 
are too far ddvanced in life to attend its 
courses as regularly matriculated students. 
Other courses for extension are to be organ- 
ized soon, and thus the good work 
will spread, and meanwhile the university 
announces that it will offer regular class in- 
struction in university subjects for the benefit 
of small groups of teachers, ministers, law- 
yers, physicians, dentists, engineers, architects, 
business-men, and artisans, the classes to be 
arranged in any part of Chicago and vicinity 


. for evenings and Saturdays. The lectures be- 


fore these centers of university extension are 
delivered by the university professors, and 
each lecture is followed by a class ex- 
ercise, during which the lecturer ex- 
plains such points as have not been 
clearly understood. Syliabi of the topics 
treated, books used, and references made are 
supplied, and at the end of each course of lec- 
tures those students who have written weekly 
papers, which are optional, are allowed to 
pass an examination, for the passing of which 
the university awards certificates. These are 
the main features of the work, and it will be 
perceived at once that by this great scheme 
the advantages of the university are not con- 
fined to those in the bniidings around the 
campus. It brings the influence, training, and 
studies of the university into the workshops, 
the business houses, offices, and homes of the 
city. It becomes a great democratic institu- 
tion instead of the seat of an intellectual 
aristocracy, and a popular institution in, the 
broadest sense of the term. The opening of 
the university, which began its work so sim- 
ply and unostentatiously, marks a new epoch 


in the history of Chicago and demonstrates 


that the young city is leaving the purely ma- 
terial course of its prcgress and branching 
out in higher directions. The new Public 
Library, the Newberry and Crerar libraries, 
and the new Art Institute are all indications 
of the intellectual and artistic advance, which 
will receive an added impulse in the opening 
of that great educator of the people—the 
World’s Fair. 


Tue table of bank clearings for the week 
ending with last. Fnday shows that Chicago 
with a total of $114,041,351 is but slightly in 
the lead of Boston. The aggregate for that 
city is a million dollars less than the one of a 
year ago, while the corresponding gain at 
Chicago was 19.7 per cent. Boston has for the 
time being ceased to fall back, while we con- 
tinue toadvance. Itstotal for the week is about 
$20,000,000 greater than that for the week pre- 
ceding, though it is nothing more than a recov- 
ery of ground recently lost. Undoubtedly it is 
in part due to a revival of speculative business 
among brokers in stocks and bonds, who did 
little after the return from their summer 
vacation till since the cholera scare subsided. 
But a considerable portion of the gain must 
be ascribed to the recent great increase in 
manufacturing activity at the East, caused by 
extraordinary demands for the supply of in- 
terior merchants with staple goods. 
That demand was referred to by Tue 
Trinunp a few days ago as simply 
phenomenal, and giving the manufacturers 
of cotten and woolen goods, boots and shoes, 
rubber wear, etc., all they could do. Of 
course this enlargement of business is re- 
flected in the bank clearings, and those of 


| Boston cover the operations in manufactar- 


ing centers in a large area aroundit. So Bos- 
ton is to be congratulated on having wakened 
up from its long period of drowsiness, while 
at the same time it may be remarked that its 
enlarged volume of bank clearings is still less 
than that of Chicago, This city is in the 
lead of all except New York, and there is 
no reason to apprehend a reversal of the rela- 
tive position, as i¢ is not expected the tremen- 
dous burst of demand for goods wiil prove a 
permanent addition to the volume of trade. 
It has resulted from active buying in the in- 
terior exhaustihg the stocks of retail mer- 
chants, and that made it necessary to re- 
plenish them. A good substantial trade may 
be looked for through the fall and winter, but 
that fact is not inconsistent with the idea that 
the height of the manufacturing rush will 
soon be over,

WIncHESTER, Ky.. Oct, 6.—The first official reg- 
istration under the new Constitution of Kentucky 
took place in towns of the first, second, third, 
and fourth classes.

Fourteen hundred citizens of Chicago have 

already parchased tickets for the inaagural ,

reception. The committee has received 1,000 | 
acceptances from distinguished guests, and 
expects before the date of the reception to 
receive at least 500 more; so the tickets which 
can be disposed of among Chicagoans number 
but a few hundred more. When the limit is 
"reached no more will be sold under any cir- 

cumstances, as it is the intention of the man- 
agement not to overcrowd the Auditorium. 
The receipt of an invitation does hot insure a 
ticket at the last moment, as on the invitation 
an immediate answer was requested. As re- 
gards the citizens of Chicago it is a case of 
firet come first served. P 

The price of the tickets 1s $15 fur one, $25 
for two. 

The committee has received 86 many inquil- 
ries about boxes that it desires to state the 
distinguished guests will be alotted seats in 
boxes, and that the Governor of each State 
will have a box for his party. There may be 
some refraining after this allotment has been 
made, and, if so, due notice of the sale will be 
given, probably during the latter part of the 
week, but until the allotment has been made 
it will be impossible to state whether or not 


boxes will be on sale. . 
_ There have been so many inquiries about 
tickets for people out of town who are not in- 
cluded ingthe official complimentary list that 
it is well to repeat that residents of Chicago 
may purchase tickets for their friends from 
out of town up to the time when the limit has 
been reached, but that no invitations can be 
sent direct to people who are not residents of 
Chicago, and who are not on the official com- 
plimentary list. The reason for this is that 
the expenses of the reception and ball are de- 
frayed by residents of Chicago, and the com- 
mittee cannot ask citizens from other cities to 
buy tickets. , ; oe 

There have also been so many inquiries 
about-the supper at the reception that it 
might be advisable to repeat that the supper 
is included with the admission ticket and that 
there are no extras of any kind. Each person 
as he enters the Auditorium the evening of 
the ball will receive a supper ticket, which 
will entitle him to admission to any of the 
three supper-rooms. Wine will be included 
with the supper, and the only restriction 

laced upon the guests will be as follows: 
supper-rooni will be allotted a certain 
number of suppers to serve in the proportion 
its seating capacity bears to the Dumber pres- 
ent at the reception; when any room has 
served its entire number the doors will 
be closed, not to be reopened; 
should there be a greater rush 
room than for the others during the earlier 
part of the evening, that room when it has 
served its number will be closed and the re- 
mainder of the guests will be obliged to take 
supper in one of the other two rooms.

Supper will be served during the entire 
evening, 8o that the guests may choose their 
own time to go to the supper-rooms. 

No carriage numbers will be called at the 
door, and the guests upon leaving wil! pur- 
chase carriage tickets in the lobby of the 
Auditorium and take the first carriage that 
comes. This arrangemént avoids the dis- 
agreeable features of waiting for carriages to 
be called.. Those who insist upon leaving in 
their own carriages must take their chances 
of name Nae themselves, as nO numbers or 
names will be called at the door. The car- 
riage tariff which Leroy Payne has furnished 
the com mittee (despite the fact that it is ded- 
ication week) is the same as that furnished 
the Charity l committee. It is so mod- 
erate that the committee feel justified in giv 
ing Mr. Payne exclusive carriage privileges 
and in declining to call carriage numbers at 
the door. 

Owing tonumerous questions received by 
the committee it seems desirable to repeat 
that ladies are expected to come in full even- 
ing dress (without their bonnets), and that 
gentlemen are ex to appear in uniform 
or evening dress. The representstives of the 
diplomatic corps will also be present in uni- 
form, and, considering the number of 
officials who are expected ball-room 
should present an unusually brilliant sight.

An All-Round Decline Established in the 
Leading Commodities on *Change.

Then comes Sheridan, the gallant cavalry- 
man who succeeded Grant and Sherman as 
General of the army. The first two pictures 
were taken at Cincinnati in the winter of ’63- 
’64, and were presented to ‘the owner by Gen. 
Sheridan a few days after he took command 
of the cavalry corps of the Army of the Po- 
tomac, in April, "64. He wore a full beard, 
and although these were excellent portraits at 
the time, they would scarcely be recognized 
by those who knew the General only since the 
war, The high cheek bones, the jovial eye, 
and the merry Irish twinkle of expression are 
recognizable, however. Three photographs 
taken in Washington in the fall of 64, two of 
them showing the General wearing the pecu- 
liar soft-crowned, stiff-brimmed feit hat that 
he wure in his famous ride from Winchester; 
another taken about the close of the war, in 
April, 65, and a group of Sheridan, Merritt, 
Crook, Carter, and Forsythe, complete the 
series of the gallant “* Little Phil.”’ 

Upto chetime of the war the grade of 
Lieutenant-General existed only by brevet, 
which was conferred upon Maj.-Gen. Win- 
fieid Scott in 1847 for his services in the 
Mexican war. Fora short time after the out- 
break of the Rebellion Scott remained as 
General-in-Chief of the ‘army, until the in- 
firmities 
in November, 1861. The stately old veteran 
of three wars appears in several pictures in the 
collection, the last two wearing the epaulets 
and chapeau of his rank, being taken at West 
Point but a short time before his death. 

The familiar face of ‘* Little Mac,”’ the suc- 
ecesscr of Scott in general command, and who 
wasso joyfully hailed as the “young Napo- 
leon,”’ appears as the senior Major-General of 
the army. McClellan haa entered West Virgina 
as a Major-General of Ohio State militia and 
had distinguished himself in one or two minor 
encounters that in the early days of 
the war were magnified into battles. 
Among the portraits of McClellan is one 
taken with Gen. Barnard, his Chief of Engin- 
eers, and Captain, afterward General, Van Vliet, 
his Chief Quartermaster, and three others with 
his charming wife, who was a daughter of 
Gen. Ranaolph B. Marcy, afterwards Inspect- 
or-General. Lieut.’ McClellan had served 
with Capt. Marcy in the explora‘ion of the 
Mexican frontier after the Mexican war. and 
it was while engaged upon this duty in Texas 
that he met and won his bride.

aniel E. Sickles, now Sheriff of the City of 
New York. Sickles was a hard ‘fighter, both 
in law and politics, as well as in war, and in 
these pictures this is indicated no less than 
when he appears in full uniform than when in 
the plain blue blouse, with nothing but two 
stars on the shoulders to show his grade. One 
photograph takeu with his staff officers shows 
the loss of his right leg, which he left on the 
field of Gettysburg. 

Gen. Irvin McDowell, who went into retire- 
ment after the unfortunate battle of Bull 
Run, has also a place here,and next to him is 
James B. Ricketts, who, in command of his

During the last year the Major-General 
commanding the army, John M. Schofield, 
passed through Chicago with his young bride 
on his wedding tour, which was also an official 
one, te the Pacific coast. The somewhat stout, 
white-haired, white-whiskered veteran, though 
still young and stalwart for his years, would 
scarcely be recognized from his photograph 
in this collection, taken thirty years ago. The 
first was taken when he was still a Brigadier- 
General of volunteers and a Captain in the 
First United States Artillery, and the latest at 
St. Louis near the closeof the war, when he 
was still a comparatively young man, though 
nearly as bald as he is now. 

Gen. John C. Robinson of New York ap- 
pears with a long, gp py Prag and genial 
face,in the uniform of his several ranks. 
Robinson was Captain of the Fifth United 
States Infantry, and went out as Colonel of 
the First Michigan Volunteers in 1861, and 
besides his subsequent promotions, received 
brevets for gallantry in the battles of Gettys- 
burg, the Wilderness, and Spottsylvania. It 
was in the last fight. in May, 1864, that the 
General, then in command of a division of 
the Fifth Corps, lost his leg. Samuel S. Car- 
roil, whose portrait follows, was also retired 
with the full rank of Major-General on ac- 
count of the loss of his arm in battle. He was

Gen. Alfred H. Terry,fair-haired and brown- 
beard looks quite different from the 
gray old veteran he was when last? in 
command at Chicago... He was one of the few 
Major-Vepeeaie of the lar army who was 
not a graduate of West Point, and his mili- 
tary reputation was still further increased by 
his ablesgonduct of several Indian campaigns. 

Next in command of army now is Maj.- 
Gen. Oliver O. Howard. His sturdy frame 
and rugged face, almost handsome in its 
genial kindliness, show few signs of age be- 
yond the white hair and beard, in which there 
are now but few threads of brown. But he 
was a younger man when the first of these 
photographs was taken, wearing the uniform 
of a Brigadier-General of volunteers, to which 
rank he hadirecently been. promoted. He is 
now in command of the Division of the At- 
lantic, with headquarters on Governor's Isl- 
and. 

Gen. George Crook, who commanded a di- 
vision of cavalry during the war and who suc- 
ceeded Terry in command at Chicago, is de- 
clared by such excellent authorities as Capt, 
Burke and Charles King to be the greatest od 
dian fighter the country ever had, appears in 
all the vigor of ms splendid young manhood. 
He retained his vigor activity almost up 
to — death, which is still fresh in the public 
mind, 

Youngest of the Major-Generals of? the reg- 
ulararmy is Nelson A. Miles, now in com- 
mand of the Division of the Missouri, with 
headquarters at Chicago. He would scarcely 
recognize himself in the pictured faces of the 
young man who in the few years of the war 
had climbed up from. a 8ubaitern to the rank 
of Brevet Major-General, which he had just 
receiyed. One of these photographs shows 
him with the crape on his left arm vith which 
he had just marched past the President’s re- 
viewing stand at tne grand review of Grant’s 
army. Miles went out with the Sixty-first 
New York, and on the increase of the regular 
army after the war was made Colonel of the 
Fortieth United States Infantry, and was sub- 
sequently transferred to the Fifth. He, like 
Crook, has proved himself a bold and success- 
ful Indian fighter. |

ONLY A LITTLE AFFAIR OF HONOR. 


But Jefferson Davis Objected to the Way 
the Story Was Told. 

Shortly after the publication of “‘ The Field 

of Honor” the author received through his 

publishers the following autograph letter from 


Jefferson Davis: 

Beavvorr, Miss., Jan. 31, 1887.—B. C. Truman, 
Esq.—Dear Sir: Having received your complimen- 
tary offering of “The Field of Honor,” on pp. 549-50 
is a statement taken from the Providence (R. I.) 
Press in reference to a controversy between Col. 
Bissell of Lilinois and myself. 

The fact that such controversy did exist is the 
only truth in the whole statement. All else is as 
destitute of any foundation as of probability. 

The debate in the House of Representatives re- 
ferred to, if, indeed, it can be supposed the 
writer referred to anything except his imagina- 
tion, occurred between Mr. Seddon-of Virginia 
and Col. Bissell of Llinois. The whole will be 
found by reference to the Congressional Glabe and 
ap 
published. Nothing the least. like this story did 
occur, 

Col. Bissell, im hig reply, made a remark whieh 
was susceptible of an unfavorable construction in 
regard to the First alent pes Regiment, which I 
commanded in the battle of Buena Vista. A cor- 
respondence ensued, copies of which were in my 
library in Mississippi. which was- pillaged during 
the war, and the letters, Gen. Eherman states, 
were sent to Chicago. é, 

The time was finally fixed, but no terms were 
ever stated to me from Col. Bissell, the 
challenged party. But before the time fixed for 
the meeting Col.Bissell’s second delivered to mine 
a note distinctly disavowing any intention to re- 
flect npon the regiment I commanded. | 

As this was the oniy point in controversy be- 
tween us the note was as sa 
and a publication was made the next day in the 
National Intelligencer announcing that the mat- 
ter had been honorably and amicably arranged. 
Idare say among Col. Bissell’s papers the corre- 
spondence can be found. 

The story of Col. Bissell having gone tothe 
ground appointed for the meeting is as destitute 
of truth as that of an arrest on the part of Gen. 
Taylor. Toavoid arrest I was keeping out. of 
observation in. Washington when ‘the note was 
brought to me late at night which terminated the

JEFFERSON DAVIS. 

Maj. Truman’s statement, which he credits 
to a currespondent of the Providence Press, 
is as follows: ‘ 

When Gen. Zachary Taylor was President Jef- 
ferson Davis of Mississippi, afterward a Presi- 
dent himself, was in the Senate. At one particu- 
lar time under the administration Col. Bissell 
afterward Governor of Lilinois, who had headed 
an lilinois regiment in the Mexican War, was in 
the House of Representatives. One of Hissell’s 
enemies took occasion to remark in debate..in the 
House one day that in a certain battle on Mexi- 
can soil Bissell’s cowardice nearly lost the day to 
the American arms. ‘“ Nothing,’’ he declared, 
“but the skill and ereey of Col. Jelferson 
Davis of Mississippi and his brave regiment pre- 
vented a disgraceful rout.”’ Bissell jum up 
promptly and angrily denounced this state- 
ment as false. In fact he said the case was just 
the other way. “Col. Davis’ cowardice nearly 
lost the day—Col. Davis’ regiment lost its heart. 
(ol. Bissell’s bravery and ability saved the day. 
His regiment was only less brave and skiliful than 
himself,’’ It dees not appear that the representa- 
tive to whom Col. Bissel ave the lie cared to 
takeit up. But Senator Jefferson Davis immedi- 
ately sent Col. Bissell a polite note inviting him 
to retract or fight. The Colonel replied by say- 
ing that he preferred to fight, and, after the blood- 
thirsty mannerof those days, named muskets, 
slugs, and five paces as the terms. He expressly 
reg ueste 
ranged that the police could not possibly inter- 
fere. Senator Davis agreed with his antagonist 
as to the conditions, and the seconds were in- 
structed accordingly. Col. Bissell was on- the 
ground early upon the morning named; 80 were 
his second and his surgeon. But Sen- 
ator Davis did not appear. After waiting 
several hours Col. Bissell returned to the city and 
went to his rooms. There he found the Presi- 
dent’s -private. secretary, with an invitation to 
come at once to, the White House. Of course, he 
went, and, as he expected, found his challenger 
in the library with President Taylor. The latter 
said to Col. Bissell that, :hinking it a pity that 
two such men should make war on each other, he 
had himself arrested Senator Davis and had sent 
his private secretary to arrest Col. Bissell, Now 
that he had them he proposed to keep them, at 
least until after lunch, and as they were’ his 
guests they must also be friends. So they shook 
hands with more or less cordiality and declared 
the duel off. 


ITS FIRST DRAMATIC PERFORMANCE. 


California’s Stirring Military Production of 
the Tragedy of Romeo and Juliet. 

The first theatrical performance given in 
California was in a low one-story adobe build- 
ing on the corner of Pacific and Scott streets, 
Monterey, lately owned by John A. Swan, -a 
pioneer of 1843. :

“Phoenix” playing the part of the melancholy 
Dane and Magruder the Ghost. The Ghost had 
been dining with’ Sefiors Alvarado and Argu- 
ello, and had partaken of aguardiente and na- 
tive wine so cordially that his utterances were 
more spirituous than sepulchral, and he near- 
ly spoiled Ophelia’s flower scene, too, by com- 
ing in and presenting Laertes’ afflicted sister 
with a bouquet of cabbage heads. Fourteen 
of the auditors upon these two occasions be- 
came general officers during the War of the 
Rebellion, ‘among whom were Kearny, 
Magruder, Burton, Mason, Armistead, Stone- 
man, Reynolds. .

RAREBILLIARDSHOTS 


A NEW-YORKER WHO DOES SOME 
PYROTEOHNIOAL PLAYING. 


Prof. Kaarlus, That Is His Name, Invents 
the Two-Ball Game and “Performs 
Tricks That Almost Savor of the Mar- 
velous—His New “Wing Shots” and 
How He Juggles with the Ivories— 
Diagrams Showing Some of the Won- 
ders of His Cue—Athletic Billiards. 

The ordinary billiard player chalks his cue 
knowingly, fiddles with it awhile, makes his 
shot, and—misses, Then he swears at the cue 
tip. After awhile he learns not to swear and 
about the same time he finds he can make 
runs of 10 or12 at the three-ball game. So 
gradually he rises—that is, his runs grow big- 
ger—until, proud man, he reaches a point 
where Ives, Slosson, Schaefer, Daly, and the

few other men who really understand billiards 
offer to play him a hundred or no count. 

Ives, Slosson, Schaefer, Daly, and that set 
are, everybody knows, the best players. They 
make the biggest runs and make them often- 
est. They know the angles of a billiard table 
as well as a mother knows her child or a girl 
her lover’s handwriting. But everybody does 
not know, says the New York World, bya 
long shot,’ that there isa billiard player in 
town who understands the game as well as the 
expertest of . those experts and who can 
make shots of abrilliancy they never dreamed 
of. His name is Kaarlus—Prof. Kaarlus, for 
he teaches the game. New billiard ideas are

THE BEAVER ISLAND MORMONS, 


Reminiscences of J. J. Strang, One of the 
“Twelve Mormon Apostles.” 

The article on the Beaver Island Mormons 
in last Sunday’s Trrpunz has excited consid- 
erable-comment. A correspondent writes in 
regard to it: y 

** Early in the fifties I was practicing law at 
Jefferson, Jefferson County, Wis., and there 
were several Mormon converts in that vicin'‘ty 
who were frequently in trouble on account of 
‘spoiling the Egyptians,’ which meant rob- 
bing or stealing from those not Mormons. 

“* One day J. J. Strang, claiming to “be one 
of the “‘Iwelve Mormon Apostles,’ and the 
leader of the Beaver Island Mormons, came 
to my office and employed me to procure bail 
for two or thiree of his followers under arrest, 
which I afterwards did. And after that the 
accused and the bail all left the country, I 
suppose for Salt Lake. Strang could not get 
away for some hours, and after we were done 
with business I had a long talk with him. 
told me he was born and bred in Yorkshire, 
England, and was himself a lawyer before be- 
coming a Mormon, and his familiarity with 
legal matters made me readily believe dim. 
He said that he and another had, previous to 
the exodus to Salt Lake, been in British 
North America looking for a new 
home for the ‘Latter Day Saints,’ and had 
found a desirable region on the Saskatchewan 
River,and he described the country much as it 
is. I did not then believe that northwest of 
Lake Superior there was a land ex t for 
the growth of wheat, as is now proved. I 
think he had well observed that region, used 
good judgment, and told the truth. 

‘* He said he had recommended that loca- 
tion for the persecuted saints, but it had 
finally been decided to go to .Salt Lake in- 
stead. He and his followers had remained 
behind and gathered at Beaver Island, intend- 
ing to go to the Saskatchewan country when 
they were prepared. 

**He further said that he and his followers 
were not polygamists, and that Joe Smith 
never did sanction polygamy. The feud be- 
tween Strang and the other apostles grew 
out of his resistance to polygamy. He said 
the human race,” like those bi raise 
their young to the full size in the nest, were 
pairmg animals, and that men and wo-* 
men who had tried polygamy had ever 
found it unendurable, because it was not 
in accordance with human nature and never 
could be made so. He appeared to be a very 
energetic, talented, and well-informed inan, 
and I could not imagine how he had ever be- 
come a Mormon. 


‘Joe Smith, the father of all Mormons, was | 


born in Sharon, Vt., not far from my birth- 

lace. I never knew him, but my father and 
his neighbors knew Smith’s father well. He’ 
had the reputation of being a crafty hypo- 
crite, and he was known as ‘Crook-Neck 
Smith,’ because he had awry neck. I had 
always taken considerable interest in Mor- 
monism and Joe Smith, because he was a 
landsman of maine. I believe that the hostility 
to the Mormons grew mostly out of their ras- 
cality, and that paygenty was the pretext for 
ther pcrsecation, rather than the cause of it. 
It seerns a doctrine of the Mormons that the 
Gentiles have no rights that the ‘Latter Day 
Saints’ are bound to respect. I do not re- 
member a Mormon that left for Beaver Island 
or Salt Lake who did not rob or defraud some 
one before he went away, or at least who was 
not suspected and accused of 80 doing. 

**“Not very long after my interview with 
Strang the newspapers contaiged an account 
of his death. The report was that he was 
killed in a row between some Mormons and 
Gentiles near Racine, Wis. I believe that was 
the truth of the matter. I never heard of his 
being called King. His ciajm was that he was 
the apostle and the only true exponent of the 
faith once delivered to Joe Smith.”’

The colored people seem to have been ab- 
sorbed successfully in the population of Oma- 
ha, where they find opportunities often aenied 

m elsewhere. There are 6,000 of them in 

at city. The children attend the public . 
schools, and nodiscriminatiou is made against 
them. In professional and business pursuits 
negroes are found everywhere, and they 
prosper. In Omaha there are three lawyers 
of this race, two physicians, and one editor. 
The compositors on the editor’s paper are of 
both sexes, and, of course. colored. There are 
three negroes on the police force, and many 
of them in the municipal offices. James S. 
Bryan is stenographer and Secretary in the 
Controlier’s office; A. W. Parker 1s an in- 
spector of seals, weights, and measures; A. 
Brown is a clerk in the office of 
the Register of Deeds, and 80 
on. Many of the mail-carriers are ne- 
groes. The candidate for City Council in the 
Third Ward is colored. The. property of the 
colored people is valued at $700,000. The 
wealthiest is a woman, who is said to be worth 
$60,000. There are other fortunes of $50,000 
and $40,000. The Omaha negroes dé not take 
kindly to labor organizations as a rule, but 
they are fond of forming social clubs and 
there are several Masonic lodges among them. 
The patriarch of the colony, if might be men- 
tioned, is Father Washington, who is supposed 
to be 108 years old.

Chatting with a reporter for THe TriBuNE 4 
few days ago an old army officer who has 
his opinion 
of the Digger Indian as follows: 

‘“*This Indian, a native of Northern Califor- 
nia, is the most degraded, no-account creat- 
ure in the United States. He is swinish, 
dirty, indolent, and sometimes ugly. Hedoes 
not possess a single good characteristic. Oc- 
casionally he kills a comrade, but American 
law never descends to his sphere, as it merely 
views such matters in the same light as when 
one mule kicks another. He lives on horse 
meat, abandoned shinbones, grasshoppers, 
pine nuts, and acorns. He wiil go further to 
see a circus or to steal a watermelon than any 
other human being. He will sit for hours in 
the sun with the mercury at a hundred, the 
laziest, freest, happiest, and most independent 
He luxuriates in Fourth 
of July processions and other spectacular 
demonstrations without obtaining any idea of 
their meaning. His head, always uncovered 
to the sun, bearsa black mane thicker than 
that of u horse. He lives ahd lives and be- 
comes more shriveled and drier and drier, but 
stili he lives until he is a hundred and over— 
no one knows how long, for his undoctored 
vitals are so tough and so strong that they 
keep to their work until the last drop of blood 
in his .veins is fairly dried up.

lighted to tell. A Digger, while out near the 
Upper Klamath prospecting, came across one 
of those saponaceous deposits which abound 
in Northern California and Nevada, and which 
he mistook for something more argentiferous.

As he approached his 
camp a score of his friends dashed at him with 
clubs and knives, and, although he screamed 
in their tongue and declared himselffone

A NEW ANZESTHESIA PROCESS. 


The Use of Cold fer the Purpose Becomes 
Popular with Germans. 

A new method has been brought forward in 
Germany for producing anesthesia by the ap- 
plication of cold, the feature in this case be- 
ing that it is not the cold-producing agent which 
touches the desired part, but a metallic tube, 
or chamber, which is cooled by carbonic acid. 


of the case, be regulated from the tempera- 
ture of the cold water to one sufficiently 
low to cauterize. The first symptom of this 
artificial cold is described as anemic of the 
cellular tissue, producing a slight sensation of 
burning, this being followed by anesthesia 

which lasts from sone to two minutes, and 
then disappears, without any ill effects. The 
simple turning of a tap will regulate the 
streain of carbolic acid to any degree of tem- 
perature down to 4° Fahrenheit. No 
moisture is produced, and the speciai 
point is noted that in using this cold for 
cauterizing the advantage is afforded of pro- 
ducing anzsthesia at the sametime. On its 
application to any of the internal cavities, 
such as the mouth, it is necessary to have 
the parts carefuily dried, as the tissues would 
otherwise adhere to the instrument. It is 
stated that in applying this method in the 
case of a boy in the Maria Hosrital at Ham- 
burg the success was so complete that the 
boy looked on without moving a muscle 
while a deep incision of twelve centimeters 
in length was made in his thigh.—Baltimore 
American,

Now it should be stated that the grand 
ry does not run its business under parlia- 
seeatery rules. There is no previous question 
cut off debate, the foreman has no casting 
vote, every juryman hasa right to ask any 
question he pleases, and the State’s-Attorney’s 
representative is simply the assistant of the 
grand jury. In taking a vote on a case the 
procedure is thus: _A juror, whether he is in 
avor of a true bill or not, moves a “ true 
bill.” Sixteen members constitute a quorum 
twelve suffice to find: an indictment.

The jurors get but $2 a 
day for their services, 50 the motive can hard- 
ly be uniary one. Probably a patriotic 
desire to serve the State even at a personal sac- 
rifice is the reason why so many applications 
aremade to the County Commissioners to 
drop certain names into the fateful hat. 

What His Honor Tells Them, 

The selected twenty-three gather in the 
Criminal Court, usually on the first Mon- 
day in the month, and the presiding 
Judge calls on all who are over 60 years of 

and all who cannot speak or understand 
lsh or who suffer from deafness or other 
physical infirmity to state their reasons for 
asking to be excused. Then the court makes 
a little talk, usually to the effect that they 
are to preserve the sacred secrets of 
the grand jury room, that they are 
toexpedite business as far as they can, to act 
without fear or favor, as they are sworn to, 
andinforms them that the law constitutes 
them for the time being a body possessed of 
great responsibilities and great powers. The 
State’s-Attorney or his representative will as- 
sist them, a foreman whom the court names 
will preside over their deliberations, but they 
are the ultimate judges of every case 
brougkt before thern. If they are in 
doubt upon any question. they can sony 
their foreman or individually call upon the 
court for advice. Further, if they know of 
their own knowledge of any indictable in- 
fringement of the law they can bring it up at 
any time before the full body. And with a 
admonition to the twenty-three not to 
indict unless at least a prima faci® case is 
shown, to “ietno guilty man escape,”’ and to 
clean up their work as soon as they can con- 
sistent with a thorough performance of their 
duty, the Judge says ** gentlemen, you can re- 
ire to your room.”’ 

The gentlemen (all grand jurors, ate gentle- 
men,.and are scrupulously addressed as such) 
follow the injunction, and find themselves 
“ cabined, cribbed, confined,” in the inade- 

quarters assigned them. They appoint a

the adjournment at or before 2 o’clock some 
twenty-five cases, varying from clothes-line 
squabbles and petty assaults to mayhem, mur- 
der, and arson, were adjudicated upon. It 
was indeed a varied assortment of infamy and 
iniquity that came before the grand jury. 
When it had done its work it had handled 
over 500 docket cases and complain had 
found 224 true bills and 201 no bills, and had

he work of this particular body was especi- 


ally onerous, as there had been no 
session of the grand jury in the 
preceding (vacation) month. It was neces- 


Sary to deal with a great many cases forth- 
with, as under a recent decid@fon any accused 
person in whose c two terms of court 
have been allowed to pass without the 
State calling for his trial, is entitled to dis- 
charge under the statute, unless, of course, he 
has himself asked for continuances and post- 
ponements. Furthermore, the County Jail 
was filled to overflowing, three prisoners oc- 
cupying a cell, as the grand jury found on ex- 
“wy that institution. 
But this was a business body, which buckled 
down to its work in good style, and as it was 
fortunately not afflicted by the presence of 
any members of oratorical taste anxious to air 
their supposed eloquence, it came out with the 
_= record of having cleaned up a larger | 
ocket than any previous grand jury. 
Had One Celebrated Case. 
Again, with the exception ofone case, which 
has attracted considerable notoriety, in which 
many witnesses were called, and which was dis- 
cussed at length, the witnesses called were few 
and the examination brief. 
The jury was largely made up of persons 
of foreign birt or extraction, but 
most of them were old _ residents 
of Cook County, and as all were busy men 
they wasted no time in unnecessary questions. 
The Assistant State’s-Atiorney brought out 
the necessary points as to names and times, 
and a prompt question from a juror or two 
followed. It was a curious int to note that 
the most trivial cases. and those to which the 
smallest importance attached intrinsically 
usually took longer to hear than cases of 
highway robbery or even of murder. In 
homicide cases the matter had been passed 
by a Coroner’s jury an the 
of the inquisition were avail- 
able, while in robbery cases it 
usually required only the evidence of the man 
who was robbed and the policeman who made 
the arrest. An intelligent officer, who knows 
more “‘crooks ’’ than perhaps any other man 
in town, attended every day with the records 
of previous convictions, and, other things be- 
ing equal and the evidence good, the chances 
were that the fellow who had “done time”’ 
would be indicted, while where nothing was 
known against him, the evidence slitn, the 
amount involved small, ana no violence was 
used the accused, especially if he had been 
some time in the County Jail, got the benefit 
of any doubts that mightexist. _ 
The grand jurors exercised discretion in 
dealing with several classes of charges. For 
example, in larceny charges there was the un- 
willing prosecutor to deal with. Often he kept 
a saloon, and a gang who nsed the house had 
broken in a window and stolen some cigars of 
a nameless brand, some whisky of forty- 
vitriol proof, and the contents of the till, 
These fellows were his customers, they had 
friends who were or might be customers. and 


who, if they got down on the prosecu- 
tor, as they would in case he_ showed 
a vindictive spint, -might do him 
up some dark night. Where such a 


prosecutor said he did not want to push the 
case, that the boys were young or the man had 
a large family and had never been convicted 
before, the sole question asked was whether 
the prosecutor had received any consideration 
for withdrawing. In such cases it would have 
been folly to bother the trial courts with 
them. There could be no conviction and it 
was useless to indict. 


Had Mercy on the Boys. 


A second class of cases in which few indict- 
ments were found was that of the prosecution 
of boys of tender years by their parents for 
some alleged larceny or general *‘cussed- 
ness.” In almost all of these’ there 
“was a stepmother ora stepfather, who pro- 
nounced the boy utterly worthiess, or it might 
be a widow with a handful of children who 
wanted one of them sent to the Reform School. 
The jurors thought, and acted upon the 
thought, that the Reform School, however 
well it might be conducted, was a poor place 
to send a couple of 11 year-old boys for steal- 
ing a bushel of oats from an unprotected rail- 
road car, or even, a8 in one Case, for setting 
tire to an old shanty in order to “see the fire 
engines at work.”’

BELIEF THAT SURVIVORS EXIST OF 
THE OUBAN INDIAN RAOE, 


Evidence That Hardly Bears Out the State- 
ment That the Spaniards Exterminated 
the Primeval Inhabitants of the Isiand 


Representatives of the Tribe, It Is Sug- 
gested That an Interesting Exhibit Could 
Be Made at the World’s Fair. 4 


Coton, Cuba, Sept. 10.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—The complete extinction of the 
aboriginal race of the Island ofeCuba appears 
to have been universally accepted during the 
greater part of the present century as a fore- 
gone conclusion beyond cavil or dispute. 
Such being the case, another unique feature 
might be added to the Columbian Exhibition 
by the resuscitation of this presumably de- 
funct species, presenting it there in the shape 
of a family of Cuban Indians in their native 
huts, surrounded by tropical vegetation, in- 
cluding, of course, the plants cultivated at the 
time of the discovery, and other objects pe- 
culiar to this isiand, such as the “jutia”’ and 
a hive of indigenous bees, which are so dis- 
tinct from all others, not only from ‘the fact 
of being stingless but also by reason of their 
diminutive size, bright color, and manner of 
sturing their honey. 

The purpose of this suggestion is not to ad- 
vocate the use of anysham, employing suppos- 
ititious or “‘ make-believe’’ Indians, but, on 
the contrary, none but the veritable and legit- 
imate lineal descendants of the strange peo- 
ple found by Columbus in the Queen of the 
Antilles 400 years ago. 

However extravagant and unlikely it may 
appear, by properly directed efforts this can 
in all probability be accomplished without 
any miraculous interventior or hypnotic aid, 
for there are abundant reasons leading to the 
supposition that the universal belief in the 
complete extermination of this primitive race 
| is neither more nor less than ona of those 
deep-rooted pepular fallacies that are harder 
to extirpate than the aborigines themselves. 

The subject is undoubtedly worthy of hav- 
ing attention cailed to it, and I, therefore, 
give you the following facts for what they may 
be worth, in the hope that their publication 
may excite interest enough to start an inves- 
tigation that may prove highly curious and 
instructive. 

As thoroughly convinced as any one of the 
truth of the constantly. repeated assertion 
that the Spanish colonists and adventurers had 
annihilated time out of mind the last remnant 
of the Cuban aborigines, imagine the suprise 
with which, during my first visit to the town 
of Mauranillo (somewhere about the year 
1865), I met upon the highway but a few miles 
from a thriving seaport, and in a well settled 
district, men ana women with the features of 
the distinctly marked type of the North Amer- 
ican Indian, or at least so like those I had 
seen in the United States, that nearer home I 
should have mistaken them for members of 
the same tribe. 

Descendants of.Mission Indians. 
In answer to my inquiries I was told that 
this was an every-day occuirence and that 
there were a number of families living in the 
immediate neighborhood, Later information 
led to the presumption that they were the 
descendants of the Indians collected genera- 
tions ago at a “‘mission,’’ like those of Cali- 
fornia, by order of the King of Spain, to save 
them from the horrible abuses which were 
fast removing them from the face of the earth. 
Several visits of montha’ duration to that 
part of the island enabled me to observe more 
closely a few families of these peo- 
ple who lived in huts near a public 
road I often traveled, and what most im- 
pressed me in the characteristics of this pe- 
culiar race was the incongruity of a humility 
and docility which seemed to know no limit, 
allied to features which we are accustomed to 
consider the concomitant of savage ferocity 
and brutality. They appeared to be extreme- 
ly uncommunicative, indifferent, and uncon- 
cerned, with an air of unmitigated stolidity 
which was perhaps more assumed than nat- 
ural. They were quiet, peaceable, and hon- 
est, and I never heard any accusation against 
them of thieving or any other crime, not even 
of quarreling among themselves; nor can I 
recall asingle instance of their noticing a 
white manin any way, not even bya louk, 
unless spoken to directly. 
I was assured that in the unsettled mountain- 
oua interior there were villages inhabited ex- 
clusively by Indians living entirely apart from 
the white and African races, eking out a sub- 
sistency by means almost as primitive as 
those described by the early discoverers; col- 
lecting wild honey in the forest, cultivating 
the indigenous roots and grains, and still bak- 
ing their ‘“* casabe’’ on heated stones. They 
held as little communication as possible with 
the outside world, visiting the towns only to 
dispose of their surplus wares in exchange for 
afew of the simplest commodities, and, al- 
though not offensive to strangers in their 
homes, they showed plainly that their pres- 
ence was not desired. None of those from 
whom I endeavored to obtain information 
doubted the existence of these villages; on 
the contrary, so much was it taken as a mat- 
ter of course that my incredulity as well as my 
interest in the subject evidently excited sur- 
prise. 

Put Little Faith in It. 

Upon my return to Havana, where the ex- 
termination of the aborigines seemed to be 
universally accepted as a fact beyond ali doubt 
oreventuality, I called the attention of sev- 
eral educated mento what I had seen and 
heard, but the information was received with 
the most complete indifference or incredul- 
ty. Quite recently I have excited the risibili- 
ty of overwise Cubans by maintaining that 
there were Indians still existing in this island 
twenty three or four years agv. Those who 
are unacquainted with the dense ignorance 
prevailing in the great majority of the inhabi- 
tants of this “‘ever unfaithful isle”’ will not 
be able to conceive the possibility of such a 
fact, but it is- nevertheless true that 
while the assertion was constantly be- 
ing repeated (apparently in good faith) 
in its most cultured center, that the Span- 
iards had annihilated the last vestige of the 
primitive race a century ago, Indians should 
be daily met upon the public road within a 
few miles of a town in weekly communication 
with the capital. Cuba is,soften cailed * the 
land of anomalies ”’ both by natives and Span- 
iards, and the name is apt beyond dispute, It 
is not at ail strange, then, that it should be 
left to foreigners to determine whether they 
still possess a race of aborigines or not. 
I have been told recently by a native of that 
section that at the commmencement of the late 
war there was an Indian family residing near 
the Town of Guantanamo which boasted of 
having none but pure aboriginal blood in its 
veins, and can see no. reason to 
doubt the existence .of a_i consider- 
able number of Indians in the 
least settied portion of this isiand at 
the beginning of the insurrection. If not car- 
ried off by the cholera, which prevailed at the 
eastern end of the island soon after, it is to be 
supposed that some remnants of the race are 
still left. There are mountain fastnesses in 
the primeval forests in that section that have 
seldom been visited by the whites, and others 
perhaps still quite unknown, and if the Indians 
were moles by either perty during the war 
it seems altogether probable that they sought 
refuge in these almost inaccessible retreats to 
await the passing of the storm. As they would 
naturally be indifferent to the results of the 
contest (apart from the hope that it might 
end like that of the Kilkenny cats, leaving 
them in undisturbed possession of the land of 
their forefathers) it is not likely that 


they took eitier side in the conflict, 
and if so, to butcher inoffen- 
sive beings in cold blood would have 


been an act of the most wanton and gratui- 
tous cruelty, of which it is to be hoped neither 
Spaniards nor Cubans were capabie.

Reading the Recent Geological History of 


the Northern Hemisphere—An Interest- 


ing Book of Nature for Thoughtful 

Minds—How the Vast Jee Crust Which 

Encircled the Earth Sank the Land 

Under the Water—Melting Off, the Land 

Rose Again. 

To the agricultural world a point none the 
less interesting than it is important 1s the fact 
that nearly all our great food-produeing coun- 
tries owe at least alarge proportion of their 
greatness to the mighty ice fields which in 
ages gone by blanketed them to the depth of 
perhaps thousands of feet. If the soil of one of 
our central States be examined it will be noticed 
at once what a well incorporated, thoroughly 
good farming country it is. Instead of find- 
ing barren ledges of rock, interBfected by 
small patches of loam, as are so frequently 
observed in mountainous districts, it will be 
seen that it has a nearly uniform consisteacy 
throughout, neither barren nor over- 
fertile, which gives it a -feputation 
as an agricultural country too world- 
renowned to be worthy of eomment. 
Upon a still closer ¢xamination it will be found 
that its ingredients are extremely varied. 
Rock of almost every description—though its 
native bed be thousands of miles away—is to 
be seen scattered here and there in the shape 
of fragments varying in size from & grain of 
sand to bowlders of many tons’ weight. This 
is the work of a gigantic glacier. During the 
countless ages in which it existed this material 
was torn from the mother rock, transported 
by the slow but ever moving ice, and finally 
scattered hither and thither in a promiscuous 
mass over the entire northern part of our 
country ‘(baring the lands comprising the 
Appalachian and Rocky mountain systems). 

The southern limit of the North-American 
ice tields vrossed the United States in an ir- 
regular line of about the general ‘latitude of 
the Middie Atlantic States. Tremendous as 
it may seem it is highly probable that it was 
only a portion of one gigantic ice belt, which 
formerly girdled the earth’ from the north 

le to about that latitude. The traces of 
it are equally as distinct abroad as in this 
country. Notice the coast lime of the 

Scandinavian Peninsula, or more especially 
the northern extremity of Scotland; what a 
torn, shredded appearance it has! Greenland, 
Iceland, the northern part of Asia-in fact, 
any country within that range of latitude, 
possesses the same characteristics, | 

Such was once the condition of Our north- 
ern hemisphere. General appearances ind)- 
cate that it is every year becoming more and 
more removed from that frigid state, but 
that, on the other hand, the opposite half of 
our globe is .becoming colder and colder; 
who knows but that in some distant day it 
ym turn will be buried beneath a mighty sea 
of ice! 

A scholarly writer in the Edinburg Review 
pays: 

“The changes of terrestial climate have 
been many and various. Myrtles. and tree 
ferna once flourished in Greenland, coral in- 

“sects built on the shores of Meiville Island; 
nautiluses sailed over what must then have 
been the tepid seas about Spitzbetgen. But 
* th tho lapse of ages the scene chatiged, and 
worse than arctic rigors spread into regions 
now enjoying a temperate climate. . Possibly 
not for the first time. The Permian was cer- 
tainly an inclement age, and its inclemency 
wems even to have reached the point of glacia- 
won in the west of England and Ireland; yet 
it was preceded and succeeded by 4 long pre- 
valence of tropical conditsons. These as- 
suredly reigned without interruption, in north 
temperate and polar regions, throughout 
the vast expanse of Tertiary time. Palms 
and cycads then sprang. up in the room of 
oaks and beeches in England, turtles and 
crocodiles haunted English river® and estu- 
aries; lions, elephants, and hyenas roamed at 
large over English dryland; tmagnolias 
- bloomed and grapes ripened in Greenland. - 

“This genial uniformity of warmth may 
very well have iasted some hund! of thou- 
sands of years; but at last it —— to give 
way. An unfavorable change set in and pro- 
gressed. Slowly the seasons greW more in- 
clement, and plants and animais which had 
long thriven up to, if not within, the Arctic 
circle, now disappeared, or migrated south- 
ward. WPrecipitation, moreover, took the 
form of snow, and became so copious that 
the summer suns no longer sufficed to 
melt the wintry deposits, and the continents, 
compacted into very much their present 
shape, acquired, year by year, an added bur- 
den of ice. Eventually, then, the glacial 
flood subinerged Northern Europe, and re- 
duced the whole Dominion of Canuda and the 
greater part of the United States to the actual 
condituon of Greenland. ! 

* Until recently the close of the last glacial 
period in Europe and America was estimated 
at scores of thousauds of years ago, but by 
careful calculation of the rate of recession of 
the Hurseshoe Falls of Niagara, of the falls 
of St. Anthony in Minnesota, and other 
American falls, it is calculated that the close 
of the last glacial age ‘was less than ten 
thousand yoars ago. And this beimg the case 
in America, s0, undoubtedly, was it in Eu- 


rope. There is no possibility of separating | 


the course of glacial events on the two conti- 
nents. The points of agreement are too 
many; the phefMomena too nearly identical in 
themselvés and in their sequence, Elevation 
and depression of continent, the formation, 
retreat, and second advance of the ice sheet, 
the accompaniment of its melting by tremen- 
dous floods, the extermination of -the same 
varieties of animals, the appearance and ob- 
literation of Palzolithic man, all- preserved 
identical. mutual relations in the Old and 
New Worlds. 

“During the long Tertiary epoch, when 
o ums Gisported themselves on the site 
of Paris, and inastodens tramped along the 
valley of the Thames, the earth was in the 
throes of mountain-making. The. Alps, the 
Himalayas, the Alleghanies, the Andes at- 
test the power of ber activity in those days. 
At their termination our continamts stood 
greatly higher than they do now; and this 
aided their giaciation, although it ‘does not 
fuily account for it. But as they became 
loaded withice Europe and America grad- 
ually, and, we may say, contemporaneously, 
sank. This was inevitable. Owihg to the 
extreme heat and pressure prevailing in its 


._ interior the earth is an eminently elastic

DIVING INTO THE DARE PAST. 


How Egyptian Hieroglyphics Have Been 
Deciphered—An Interesting Account. 

By Eugene Murray Aaron, Ph. D.: Not 
long ago a correspondent wrote to one 
of the leading journals in. London, asking 
how the Egyptian hieroglyphics had been 
finally translated. The strangely erroneous 
reply was therein given that by aid of “the 
Rosetta Stone,’’ which was in the three lan- 
guages of Egyptian, Greek, and Roman (!) a 
final understanding of the albetical characters 
of ancient Egypt was arrived at. This very 
inaccurate answer was based, no doubt, on 
the fact that the stone in question 
is usually described as having been 
written in tri-linguals (i. e., in three 
languages), and that the three languages 1n- 
dicated were then the leaders in the civiliza- 
tion of that day. And in this answer we have 
afair illustration of the very common ig- 
norance regarding this very interesting branch 
of inquity. The system by which the wonder- 

ul results reached in this study was so simple, 
when once arrived at, that an account of it 
makes most interesting’ reading. 

A block of black basalt, about three feet two 
inches long and two feet tive inches wide, was 
brought to a French military officer who, 
during the Napoleonic campaigns in Egypt 
in 1799, was superintending the repairs 
of some fortifications near Rosetta. Fort 
tunately for archzologic science and the 
ufter ratification of ancient histories, this 
young Frenchman in. an instant became 
aware of the value of this irregular block of 
basalt when he saw that it was covered with 
unusually clear and well-preserved hiero- 
glyphs, and also with what appeared to be a 
Grecian translation of the unknown text. 
When, three years after, the English victories 
in Egypt placed this valuable find in the 
hands of the British Museum, that institytion 
sent out, wherever they would do the moat 
good, fac similes of these inscriptions, and at 
once began the work, then in the hands of a 
few enthusiasts, which has now for its, votaries 
a large and growing army of Egyptolugists. 

he stone is inszribed in three zones; each 
in a different language: (1) Egyptian hiero- 
glyphbics, (2) a later Totes of Egyptian writ- 
ing called *“*demotic,” or “‘enchoral”’; and 
(3) Greek. About one-half of the upper zone, 
or that containing the hieroglyphs, was gone, 
fourteen lines remaining; the demotic por- 
tion was almost intact; and of the Greek writ- 
ing only a few terminal words were missing. 
A translation of the latter shqved that the 
Rosetta Stone contained simply a decree 
passed by an assemblage of priests at Mem- 
phis, setting forth the wondrous exploits, the 
giories, and the grandeur of Ptolemy V., end- 
ing by conferring upon him diviae honors. It 
was attributable to about the year 195 B. C. 

For many years before the discovery of this 

recious relic vain attempts had been 

requently made to decipher the many ‘stories 
in stone with which Egyptian editices and 
ruins abounded. Naturally, the finding of a 

icture writing, as this at first was believed to 
with its Greek translation ready to hand, 
added a great impetus to this branch of study. 
Yet it was not until 1822—or twenty years 
after—that Champollion, whose name, is now 
indelibly associated with Egyptology, and 
who was then a master of the Coptic tongue, 
conceived the system of translation which 
finally led to our present knowledge 
of hieroglyphs. Prior to this date 
Dr. Thomas Young of England had 
been making constant efforts to solve these 
problems, but, unfortunately, he was continu- 
ally led astray by two false assumptions. The 
first of these was that, as the hieroglyphs con. 
tained so many representations of various 
animate and inanimate objects, they must be 
a purely ideographic form of language writ- 
ing—I. e., representing ideas, and not indicat- 
ing sounds. The second error, which fol- 
lowed the other naturaliy, was that as the 
demotic writing contained no recognizable 
object representations, it must be only pho- 
netic—1. e., having to do only with sounds in 
the sense that that is true of the letters of our 
English alphabet. It is new known that both 
the hieroglyphs and the demotics are a mixt- 
ure of both the ideographic and phunetic sys- 
tems, though the former are much 
given to picture writing (i. e, ideo- 
graphic), and hence much more de- 
cipherable at first. : 

Just at this stage of the research the work was 

greatly simplitied for Champollion by the dis- 
covery of what has since come to be known as 
the “Obelisk of Philw.’’ This treasure was 
taken from the ruins of Philw and becarne 
the property of Mr. William Banks of Dorset- 
shire, Eng., who presented a model of it to 
the British Museum and distributed fac-sim- 
iles abroad. At the base of this small obelisk 
there is a Greek inscription mentioning Ptol- 
emy and Cleopatra, and on the shaft a similar 
inscriptionin Egyptian hieroglyphs. By a care- 
ful and thorough comparison of these, and the 
results thus obtained with those gleaned from 
the Rosetta Stone, the progress now made in 
this fuscmating field of inquiry was very 
rapid, These comparisons soon led to the 
discovery that certain equivalent signs were 
used jn the hierogly phic words supposed to be 
the names of Cleopatra and Ptolemy. Thus, 
the second sign in the former and the fourth 
in the latter must be that of the letter 1; the 
fourth in Cleopatra and third in Ptolemy an 
o; the fifth in Cleopatra and first in Ptolemy 
ap; while the sixth and ninth signs in the 
foriner were identical, and naturally were 
those standing for a. Thus, by a natural proe- 
ess of transliteration he had at once soived 
the identity of the twelve characters used in 
these two proper names. Following this, a 
word supposed to be the name of Alexander 
was discovered to have the same characters 
in the first, second, third, fifth, eighth, and 
last positions which had already been de- 
termined upon as those standing for a, 1, e, 
and rinthe other names. Here again, by 
transliteration, were added the characters in 
me for ‘s, 2. ena 4. -@e -fer - on 
the road, with nearly one-half of the 
alphabet elucidated, and with the fami- 
liar names of many historic personages to 
experiment upon, progress was now very 
rapid. Soon Champollion had amassed a 
list of 200 characters, and his pupil, Salvolini, 
added to this nearly 100 more. This state of 
affairs—nearly 300 characters standing for 
only fifteen distinct sounds—was very confus- 
ing, and it was not until 1837 that a satisfac- 
tory explanation thereof was wnade. In that 
year Lepsius showed that of these many signs 
but thirty-four were to be considered as true 
alphabetical members, and the remaining 270 
were combination signs, or syllabics, as they 
were called. The former could always be 
used, as are the letters of our English alpha- 
bet; the latter were shorthand in their char- 
acter, and were only used under certain condi- 
tions, the rules governing which seem to have 
been inflexible, 

Even when this great stride had been made 
in the art of decipherment all was by 
no means yet made plain. Fortunately, 
Champollion was a master of the Coptic jan- 
guage, and he early recognized between this 
language and that of ancient Egypt much the 
same relationship as now exists between 
modern French and Latin, its basic language. 
With this knowledge, and through the mediutn 
o a vast mass of. comparative read- 
ings, a grand total of work was at last 
made so coinplete that no longer are these 
relics of the ancient wonderland closed to us. 
Today, thanks to the stone of Rosetta and the 
obelisk of Philw, from the far north and the 
hidden south of that mystic land, and through 
an ever increasing army of Egyptologists, we 
are in almost daily receipt of new discoveries 
in transiation—discoveries which are strange- 
ly corroborative of ancient writ and shadowy 
legendry.

FULL OF INTEREST TO THE FARMERS. 


Foreign ‘Rivals Bewailing Their Fate— 
Prices Decrease and Sales in the Home 
Market Increase—What They Hope from 
Cleveland’s Election, 

New York, Oct. 3.—{Editor of the New York 
Tribune.]—During the spring and summer of 
1890, while discussions attending the passage 0 
the McKinley bill were rife and when it became 
known that farm products were to be placed on @ 


| more protected basis, there were none. more loud 


in their protestations of the *‘ wrongfulness of 
taxing the necessaries of life and the food of the 
poor” than many of the importers of such 
articles, particularly when the rates named on 
three of the leading vegetable products imported 
into the United States were increased as foliows: 
Potatoes, from 15 cents to 2 cents a bushel ; 
onions, from 10 per cent ad valorem to 40 cents a 
bushel: and cabbages, from 10 cents ad vaiorem 
to 3 cents each. 

Potatoes, to all farmers growers of vegetables, 
are considered one of the staple crops. Under 
the previous tariff of 1883 (15 cents a bushel) 
there were im into the United States in the 
year endin une 30, 1890, over 3,500,000 bushels 
(as per tables annexed), and with a short crop ia 
1891 the foreign imports rose to over 5,400,000 
bushels, the increased duty of 10 cents a bushel 
not deterring such shipments when the foreigner 
saw a chance of realizing high prices. ut 
with the awakening that comes to all sooner 
or later, our farmers made preparations to pro- 
vide for and control the home market themselves 
for the year 1592, with the results that the imports 
for the year ending June 30, 1892, were only 197.- 
710 bushels, of which amount over one-half were 
early potatoes from Bermuda and Cuba, being a 
difference of over 5,200,000 bushels of imports of 
potatoes, which supply our own farmers had to 

rovide for, in addition ‘to an increased demand 
or home market and export, thus practically 
demonstrating the beneficial working of the Mc- 
Kinley bill in providing and securing the Amer- 
ican markets for American farmers. 

Under the reciprocity clause of the bill a mar- 
ket has been opened in Uuba and Puerto Rico, 
which previously obtained potatoes from Canada 
cheaper than m the United States, but now 
with Canadian potatoes liable to a duty there of 
over $1 a barrel, and our potatoes and other vege- 
tables and fruits being admitted free of duty, the 
export trade is assuming large proportions. At 
the present the weekly shipments of potatoes to 
Cuba and Puerto Rico from New York alone are 
about 8,000 barrels (or over ‘ 20,000 bushels), 
and the shipments continue from six to 
eight months of the year, thus opening up a mar- 
ket for the near-by farmers of New York of from 
600,000 to 700,000 bushels of potatoes yeaa jane 
with a steadily increasing Comend?. all of which 
prior to the passage of the McKinley bill were 
bar 4 by Canada. 

nions are another leading product of many 
farmers in the States referred to. Assuming the 
invoice value nearly to represent the selling price, 
less freight, in the one case under the old tariff 
of 10 per cent ad valorem, the foreigner re- 
alized about $480,000—for 1891 about 3$390,000— 
and . for this last year, 1892, about $180,- 
000 for about the same quantities. The imports of 
onions in early spring-are mostly from Bermuda 
and Cuba (about 300.000 crates from the former 
and 40,000 from the latter place). The shipments 
from Europe and Africa, ,where iabor is very low, 


| were quite a factor in our market prior to the 


passage of the McKinley bill, especially from 
lgypt. There they grow in an almost semi-wiid 
state, the anuual overtiow of the Nile itrigat- 
ing and fructifying the soil, so that the bulbs 
left in. the ground from year to 
furnish a perpetual crop, with only the 
labor of harvesting, at the extravagant wages of 
five cents a day. The English merchants at Alex- 
andria in connection with those at Liverpool 
handled the bulk of the crop, which was dumped 
into the United States whenever opportunity of 
profit offered. When the tariff was at 10 per cent 
ad valorem under a consular invoice of about 25 
cents a bushel, the amount of duty was about 
two and a half cents a bushel, but when under 
the McKinley act the duty is a specific one of 40 
cents a bushel. our friends the Arabs, in connec- 
tion with the English merchants, do not find it so 
profitable to control the American’ market, par- 
ti@ularly when onions have been lower this year 
than for many years. 

Other onions are shipped from Spain and Portnu- 
gal, where labor is a little higher than in Egypt, 
say about 10to li cents a day, and these onions, 
when entered at abeut 30 cents a bushel, paid the 
large amount of three cents a bushel duty under 
the old tariff. That the foreigner is fully aware 
as to who itis that paysthe duty on onions and 
other vegetables entered into the United States, 
a few extracts from the official report of the de- 
bates in the Bermuda Parliament plainly demon- 
‘strate, the question being on “the advisability of 
sending Commissioners to the United States Gov- 
erliment to endeavor to secure some reciprocal 
arrangements” ; 


What Competing Foreigners Say About It. 


Mr. Vesey—lIt is all well enough to talk, but we 
cannot do without the United States. If the 
markets of that country were closed against us 
what should we do? Where could we go? It 
would make a big difference, not only to the peo- 
ple of Bermuda but also to the imperial govern- 
ment establishments here and the forces. What 
happened duri the American Civil War, when 
we bad to go to Canada for our cattle? What did 
they cost and what kind of cattle were they? 
And even if Canada could supply us with all that 
we want what about our crops? Where are we 
to find a market for them? Because Canada can’t 
take them the United States is the country we 
must.look after, and if the chances are only 1 in 
1,000 let us try to get that chance. , 

Mr. Masters—The other day the House voted a 
sum of money for the representation of Bermuda 
at the Chicago Exposition, but if we cannot se- 
cure some concession in regard to our produce 
from the United States Government we will be 
done for and it will hardly be worth while repre- 
senting the colony at Chicago. The Commission- 
ers could show the United States Government that 
the imports from the United States to Bermuda 


- are three times the value of the exports from Ber- 


muda to the United States. If we are only al- 
lowed to make the effort I believe that the colony 
would be relieved from a large part of a very 
burdensome duty. 

Mr. Jackson—Unless some such step as that 
which was proposed wastaken Bermuda might 
as well give up raising vegetables, for under 
pecouns circumstances tho raising of produce in 

ermuda simply amounts to working to pay 
freight tothe steamship company and duty to 
the United States. Every effort should be made 
to lessen that. eworbitant freight and that ont- 
rageous duty. 

Mr. Watson—The motion read today was alto- 
gether too much in the style of a memorial, and 
contained matter it were as well should not be 
made public. for instance, the motion stated 
“ That the United States is the only available 
market forthe sale of the great bulk of our 
products, and is likewise the source from 
which, besides other goods, nearly the whole of 
the food supply of the people of this country— 
civil, naval, and military—is derived. That the Do- 
minion of Canada, the. next market of any 
importance, has not hitherto been able to supply 
us with sufficient of food products or other 

oods on anything like as favorable terms as the 

Jnited States ; neither has it taken from us in the 
past, nor can it take from us at present, any more 
than a small proportion of our products, and 
this not at remunerative prices.”’ I think, per- 
haps, that it would be just as well not to tell these 
things to the United States, and if that motion 
was adopted that would certainly go abroad in 
the newspapers. 

Mr, Peniston—For years the custom-house 
charges on the crop of Bermuda at ports of the 
United States had been from $25,000 to $30.000. and 
for the last two years the amount has run up to 
$100,000 under the McKinley tariff, but it has 
nearly killed the trade. Bue only seurce of 
weaith is the crops. We only tax imports (5 per 
cent) to meet our current expenses, and if the 
heavy duty that is imposed upon our produce kills 
the trade the revenue weal suffer, because we 
should not be able to import. 

Mr. Outerbridge—There will be a change of 
government in‘the United States by and by. 
Although Mr. Harrison has been nominated, he 
may not succeed in his election, and though Mr. 
McKinley had not been nominated as an indorse- 
ment of his policy, from which we are now suffer- 
ing, Mr. Cleveland is nominated as’the advocate 
of tariff reform; and then we shall see these 
heavy protective duties removed. 

In view of these remarks, made by men fully ac- 
quainted with the subject before them, can any 
one doubt as to whe it is that pays the duty? 
When we farther consider that the onion farmers 
of New York and Connecticut have to pay $la 
day and more for labor it can readily be seen that 
onions cultivated and reaped by labor of 5, 10 
and 15 cents a day, asin Europe, can almost un- 
dersell them, even with a transport of 4,000 or 
5,000 miles and 40 cents per bushel duty. In view 
of these facts,do our farmers wishto have the 
duty of 40 cents a bushel removed and our mar- 
kets governed by the merchants and growers of 
Egypt, Spain, Portugal, and England? 

There is not a farmer in the United States wno 
examines carefully the matter but will under- 
stand that he has a far greater control of his 
home markets under the present tariff than he 
ever had inthe past, in witness whereof note the 
fact staring them in the face of their having to 
supply this year alone over 5,000,000 bushels of po- 
tatoes additional for their domestic trade more 
than last year, and nearly 1,000,000 bushels for ex- 
port demand developed under the reciprocity 
clause, and also over 700,000 heads of cabbage, in 
place of the amounts formerly imported. ; 

{n confiaing these observations to the three 
products mentioned it was not with the knowl- 
edge that others would fail to show like results 
but with adesireto bring more particularly to 
the attention of the farmers of New York and its 
vicinity the benefits which have accrued to them 
under the McKinley tariff, and which might with 
no impropriety be styled the “* Farmers’ Pro- 
tective bil * “ being almost the first act of Con- 
gress in which special attention and ion ~ 
has been given to farm products, yen

and other Poems"’ in 1869. Other volumes were 
Gareth and Lynette’’ (1872, ** Queen Mary ” 
(1875), “Harold” (1876), “The Lover’s Tale” 
(1879), “ Ballads and Other Poems” (1880), “* The 
Cup and the Falcon ” (1884), “ Tiresias and 
Other Poems” (1885), “ Locksley Hall Sixty 
Years After” (1886) “ Demeter and Other Poems * 
(1889), and “The Foresters” (1892). Tennyson 
was created Baron Tennyson of Aldworth and 
Faringford in 1884, after having twice refused a 
Peerage in middle life. 
The writer said in 1884, on the appearance of a 
new edition of Tennyson's poems: ‘ Looking 
back over Tennyson's career, the fact which 
strikes us most is the even excellence of ali he has 
produced since the appearance of his third 
volume, The year 1851 marks approximately the 
period of the poet’s maturity, and that glorious 
triad of poems—*The Princess,’ * Maud,’ and ‘In 
Memoriam ’—represents to our thinking the con- 
summate flower of his genius. But if after ‘Maud’ 
there is less flame, there is no less heat; in 
‘Rizpah’ and ‘The Revenge’ the singer of 
‘Locksley Hall’ gives no sign of ‘ childish treble.’ 
We could well spare the. dramatic poems, indeed, 
for another ‘Oenone’ or ‘Tithonus’; but, after 
all, Tennyson has earned the right to nod. The 
loss of bis works Would make an irreparable gap 
in English literature. Few poets can be named 
in Whom fervor and sanity, passion and purity 
have been so happily tempered. It is as yet too 
early tospeak of his rank in the eyes of posterity. 
It may be that his style will be found too labored 
for the coming generation; for although form is 
essential to the immortality of verse, overelabora- 
tion is fatal to it; and the obsolescent phrases for 
which Tennyson's genius has regained currency 
may not be destined to survive him. Of this 
point we are unable to judge, dazzled as we are 
today by the poet’s nearness; but perhaps this 
ee may prove to be, to quote him- 
self: 
* The little rift within the lute 
That by-and-by will make the music mute, 
And ever widening slowly silence all,’ 
But if the lyrics from the ‘ Princess’ are not des- 
tined to survive, the old order of taste will bave 
changed indeed.” Since the foregoing was penned 
nothing has occurred to change the writer's opin- 
ion. Once or twice, indeed, Tennyson has seemed 
to be swimming against. the stream of buman 
progress. His dramas, too, have added nothing 
to his reputation. Of “Becket”” Mr. Stedman 
says: ‘It is quite superior. as such, to pieces by 
Talfourd, Knowles, etc., that are still revived; but 
this is poor praise indeed for one of Tennyson's 
fame, and assuredly not worth trying for. It 
must be admitted that years of self-abstraction, 
of intimacy with books and nature, are not likely 
to develop the gift of even a born novelist or a 
dramatic poet. Human lifeis his proper study; 
his task the expression of its struggle, passion, 
mirth and sorrow, virtue and crime-—and these 
must be transcribed by one that has been whirled 
in their eddies or who observes them very closely 
from the shore.” 
Some critics would give the * Idylls of the King”’ 
the highest place among Tennyson’s works. Love- 
ly as this fragmentary epic of chivalry assuredly 
is, it suffers by comparison with other poems of 
the same class. Like certain English cathedrals, 
the work has charm without grandeur; breadth 
of handling has been sacrificed to delicacy of fin- 
ish. With the exception of “‘Guinevere” and 
* Morte d’Arthur’’—the latter, by-the-by, is less 
impressive in its revised form—the poems may be 
said to justify their title as **Idylls,”” but not to 
fulfill the requirements of a greatepic. ‘*Maud,”’ 
too, has been called a splendid failure, and so 
perhaps it is, but it is a failure of which most 
poets would be prond. Its vital force may be ill- 
directed, but what a force it is, when all is said! 
Strength and sweetness are united in Tennyson as 
in no other English poet of his day; he has been a 
power for beauty and a power for good; and in 
one work at least—the immortal “In Memoriam” 
.—he has spoken with the very voice of sorrowing 


Humanity itself. 
THE FINE ARTS. 


The works by old masters recently hung in 
the Art Institute are now on view to visitors and 
will remain for three weeks. The three portraits 
by Rembrandt are fairly good examples of his 
work. They do not compare with the superb 
“ Head of a Man” belonging to Mr. Ellsworth, 
but the portraits of an elderly man and ofa 
woman possess excellent qualities of drawing and 
harmonious color. That of the man is especially 
fine in character and beautiful in tone. 

The strongest head in the collection as far 
as painting goes is the one by Velasquez. 
Though the treatment of the beard and mustache 
leaves something to be desired, the construction - 
and modeling of the head are excellent. 
The interior by Pieter de 

is in many ways one of 
most Anteresting pictures in the collection. 
It shows a housewife sea in the center of a 
large room, an infant at her breast, and by her 
side a servant isshowing her vegetables evident- 
ly fresh from the market. Near a fire-place at 
one sideoi the room a man sits turning a spit, 
and through an open doorway on the opposite 
side of the room a paved court isseen. There is 
a general air of thrift about the place, and the 
costumes have permitted the introduction of 
some brilliant color. 
The works by Rubens are unimportant and 
show no great finesse in either drawing or color. 
The four round panels by Pierre Brughel ilius- 
trating old Flemish proverbs are quaint and in- 
teresting. One of them, representing a man fill- 
ing upa well in which is a drowned calf,is a 
counterpart of one in the collection of Mr, Charles 
T. Yerkes, and illustrates an idea similar to that 
of “locking the barn door when the horse is 
stolen.”’ 

In another gallery there isa small picture at- 
tributed to Teniers which was recently loaned to 
the institute by the artist, Frederick Vermocken. 
It represents two beggars, an old musician and a 
boy holding out a hat for alms. There is excel- 
lent painting and drawing in this little work and 
good color. It was purchased at a sale in Brus- 
sels a few years ago. 

There have been added to the collection of mu- 
sical instruments, loaned by Miss Alice E. Getty, 
an Alpine horn and three violins, one of which is 
a viola d’amore of [talian make of the sixteenth 
century and another is a pochette such as was 
used by French dancing masters in the first part 
of the last century.

Several groups of figures in eighteenth century 
costumes by Roberti and Falco and Stagliati 
are pleasing for their bright color and clever 
manipulation, especially one by the latter, * Old 
Songs,” which shows a girl with a mandolin re- 
clining on a red and gold sofa in a rich Louis XVI. 
interior, with a large music book on achair be- 
fore her. 

Three scenes on the canals of Venice by Sala of 
Milan are rich and luminous in color and show 
more breadth of treatment than is usually found 
in the work of Italian water-colerists.

Another New Motor. 

An inventor in this city claims that by his sys- 
tem the heaviest trains may be movea at a high 
rate of speed without the least danger to the 
motor. “I use,’’ said he, “a large wheel, say five 
feet indiameter. Around this | place any de- 
sired number of motors.. Usually from four to 
six would be sufficient for the trains of the ele- 
vated roads. These motors have a capacity 
of fifty horse-power, each, giving an aggregate 
of from 220 to ; horse-pewer. which 
may be extended to many more if neces- 
sary. Now, I simply divide the current, a 
separate conductor for each motor; this on the 
elevated structure is feasible and perfectly safe ; 
through each of these conductors I transmit 500 
volts of current, which is about the power used 
on the surface trolley. This gives a separate 
voltage for each motor and no possible danger to 
the armature. The large wheel is placed hori- 
zontally and supported by a pinion, on the end of 
which is a beveled gear wheel which meshes with 
a similar wheel attached to a shaft reaching to 
each axle and meshing with the axle gear wheels, 
thus transmitting the oy eg power. This 
mechanism is supported by the usual car frame, 
and, being free from complications, 
pearance of both neatness 
lyn Eagle.
